THE DOPE ON 
MEDICAL MARIJUANA 


The article “Pot Luck” (News, August 9) 
is one of the most informative and insight- 
ful pieces of analysis and reporting that I’ve 
seen on the medical-marijuana issue.

Joe Bonni’s article quoted solid 
evidence, named the key players and orga- 
nizations, and was a great piece of analysis 
of a complex issue. It’s already a useful 
part of our legislative package and has 
been faxed on to national organizations.

POSING QUESTIONS 
ABOUT MODELING 


I read with interest Geoff Edgers’ piece 
“Posers” (Styles, August 23), about the 
art-modeling scene in Boston. I have 
worked as a model for 14 years (I am al- 
most 33). While Mr. Edgers managed to 
cull some provocative and apt commentary 
from the models, artists, and teachers he 
interviewed for his article, | did find that 
the article was strangely biased. Edgers in- 
terviewed three male models and one fe- 
male; perhaps he does not realize that the 
majority of artists’ models are female — 
and, really, always have been. The ancient 
Greeks’ wonderful marbles aside (and it is 
clear the young male body was a cultural 
icon to them), how many figure studies 
does one see of the male nude body by the 
great painters, compared to female nudes? 
Look at Renoir, Degas, the Pre- 
Raphaelites; apart from some tiny-penised 
cherubs and the requisite horned satyr fig- 
ure, nude female subjects outnumber 
males by at least three to one. 

The same ratio holds in contemporary 
art schools. | have heard a number of in- 
structors, models, and model coordinators 
say repeatedly that because there’s such a

dearth of good male models, any man who walks in off the 
street can get hired. The competition is much more fierce 
for female models. While Edgers is correct in saying that 


| modeling work is hard to find in Boston, he may not be 


aware of the inherent gender imbalance. Most instructors 
like to vary the types of model they use, particularly for 
drawing, but I have noticed that one sees the same male 
models being used consistently in many locations (I have 
worked with about 10 different art departments/schools in 
Boston), while there is a larger pool of female models. 
Why? Are there more women than men looking for this 
type of work? Yes — not only because artists’ models are 
traditionally female, but because women are far more likely 
than men to think of using their bodies to make a living. 
Sad, but true. 

I also found it fascinating that the one female model 
interviewed by Edgers was a woman of color; in 14 years 
of modeling, I have met or worked with a minuscule 
number of non-white women. In Boston especially, even 
with its diverse college populations, I notice an even 
greater tendency toward the use of white models. Why? 
Is this simply a reflection of the racial bias inherent in all 
employment situations, or in the Boston job market es- 
pecially? Does it have to do with who does the hiring? 


| Or with the requests from instructors about what models 


they prefer? Are there fewer women of color willing to 
put up with the attendant objectification one experiences 
in this line of work (since they experience discrimination 
in other areas that I, as a white woman, may not)? Or is 


| it simply that the “classic” image of the female nude in 
| paintings, for better or worse; is usually white? 


I was troubled by the expression of resentment and frus- 
tration from Ms. Long, particularly the reference to a pri- 
vate session where she was asked to dance “like a Cambo- 
dian,” and comparing that to asking an African-American 
to mime picking cotton. Certainly there are insensitive 
artists out there — racist, sexist, any number of descrip- 
tions apply. They are human beings, after all. But it’s a job; 
you take a risk going into an artist’s studio if you don’t 
know him or her, You do what’s acceptable, and if it’s not, 
you quit. While Ms. Long balks at being portrayed as one 
of Gauguin’s island women (paintings | find beautiful), | 
have seen paintings of myself that were reminiscent of a 
Degas ballerina, a Renoir bather, and a Waterhouse mer- 
maid, as well as troll-like beings from Arthur Rackman, or 
the smeary corpses of Francis Bacon. Who is to say any of 
these representations is offensive or not? It is not, finally, 
the model’s job to approve of the artist’s work; though of 
course it is nice when the collaboration is creatively satisfy- 
ing to both parties. 

I congratulate Mr. Edgers for dealing (albeit briefly) 
with the issue of sex. But it goes far beyond lewd com- 
ments from crass undergraduates and the occasional 
barely concealed erection (I have observed erections 
among male art students, too, | might add). Audrey Gold- 
stein mentions the male model whose lack of self-control 
made him walk out mid-session. (I have worked with Au- 
drey and find her intelligent, irreverent, and open-mind- 
ed, so | am not surprised at her matter-of-fact version of 
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this event.) The anecdote she relates has been repeated | 


endlessly in the art world, there are a hundred versions of 


this same occurrence, some with damper endings than | 
others, I’m afraid, though I suspect many of these stories | 
are urban legends. What of the male models who are not | 


bothered by this phenomenon? Why should the rigid 
phallus be so shameful and/or frightening? What if fe- 
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male models’ (or artists) sexual thoughts were as physi- | 
cally obvious as those of their male counterparts? Our | 


| society has some very complex attitudes about nudity and 
| sexuality; and the “artist” is not necessarily immune to 


this continuum of hang-ups, from the puritanical to the 


| subversive. And I was taken aback by the implication that 


some modeling coordinators have their “own hiring crite- 
ria.” In my experience, most model coordinators are 
overworked, underpaid clerical staff who have bigger fish 
to fry than hiring inexperienced/incompetent models in 
the hopes of improving their own sex lives. 


One more thing that escaped Mr. Edgers’s notice: the | 
| reason that some of his interview subjects used

| dustry workers (trust me: it ain’t the same thing). | am

Imagine what would happen if | mentioned my 
one-year tenure as an exotic dancer, and signed my real 
name; | might not be here to write any more letters.

Censorship is alive and well in our schools. One hundred and seventy-five at- 
tempts to censor literature were reported last year, up from 120 the year before, 
according to the annual report of People for the American Way released this 
week.

Yukking it up over David 
Scondras's misfortunes 


No doubt WRKO Radio talk-show host Howie 
Carr deserves to get whacked for the way he 
carried on after former city councilor David 
Scondras got beaten up by a 16-year-old boy 
he'd allegedly fondied.

years ago. And though it no doubt causes Scon- 
dras great personal pain to hear such an embar- 
rassing moment repeated for the entertainment 
of Carr’s listeners, the facts are that the tapes 
are a public record, and that Scondras had no 
business calling an emergency line in the first 
place.

of the gay community, are shaking their heads at 
what was at the very least poor judgment on 
Scondras's part. 

So what's left? Verbal gay-bashing, plain 
and simple. The snide, sneering remarks, the 
fag jokes Carr dropped in between snippets of 
the tapes. “Goodnight, sweet prince — or 
should | say princess,” he said at one point, 
just as he began to play a sequence in which 
a cop tried to talk Scondras into hanging up 
and going to bed. Carr also managed to work 
in unwitty quips about “mounting a comeback” 
and “coming from behind.” Even worse were 
the chuckles of approval for callers who hailed 
the severe beating administered to Scondras. 
indeed, it was almost a surprise when Howie 
finally disagreed with a listener who said 
Scondras “ought to be shot.” 


ally as well as physically. 
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Carr would no doubt dismiss this as just so 
much politically correct claptrap, but such be- 
havior helps legitimize hatred of gay men, and 
contributes to a climate of violence. As a recov- 
ering homophobe myself, | can attest that it’s dif- 
ficult for people to evolve past their bigotries 
when those attitudes are continually reinforced 
by the culture. 

Howie remains what he is: a smart, funny ob- 
server of the local scene who long ago decided 
to cruise down Easy Street by pandering to the 
worst instincts of his listeners and readers.

DISASTER WATCH 


Fear of harbor 
spills continues 


Coast Guard Lieutenant 
Robert Gillan made a bold pre- 
diction earlier this summer that 
could have gotten him in some 
hot water with the Guard's up- 
per brass. When asked about 


the likelihood of a major oil spill 
in Boston Harbor, the man in 
charge of the Coast Guard's 
Marine Environmental Re- 
sponse Division told the 
Phoenix, “It’s not a question of 
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if, it’s a question of when” 
(“The Great Boston Harbor Oil 
Spill,” News, June 28). 

Recent events seem to be 
lending credence to his warning: 

¢ Last Friday night, a tank 
barge operated by New York’s 
Bouchard Company veered out 
of the usual shipping channels 
and touched bottom just off the 
coast of Lovells Island in Bos- 
ton’s Outer Harbor. Fortunate- 
ly,- the single-hull 


barge 

hit soft ground and 

didn’t rupture, but it was carry- 

ing 50,000 barrels of gasoline 
and 50,000 barrels of fuel oil. 

“If it had hit anything hard, 

it would have opened it,” 

notes Gillan. “It was a potential 


Urban Eye 


From the outside, the 
Travis Restaurant is a non- 
descript coffee shop, 
Startlingly out of place on 
tony Newbury Street. But 
inside there is a modern 
miracle — a piece of the 
past, circa 1950, fully intact. 

And to those who know, 
the Travis is the neighbor- 
hood hangout. If you have a 
day to kill, you'll get a 
glimpse of the whole cast: 
WBZ talk-show host David 
Brudnoy; the gaggle of afflu- 
ent women known as the 
Back Bay Mothers (or 
Ladies); the wild-haired 
crone who stops in for cof-: 
fee at least three times a 
day; Arthur, a young photog- 
rapher who possibly loves 
his art as much as he loves 
helping out around his un- 
cle’s restaurant; and Mel, a 
compact man who sits with 
his pal Leo Travis over the 
morning papers. 

Leo Travis, founder and 
owner, is easy to recognize. 
He’s the gentle-eyed teenager 
with softly cresting hair in the 
large, framed black-and-white 
photograph behind the counter — 
now a young man of 70 with an 
easy manner and three newspa- 
pers under his arm. 

Looking up at the portrait, one 
might discern an enterprising and 
industrious spirit in the boy’s 
turned-up shirtsleeves and pencil 
in hand. During high school, in 
the early ‘40s, Leo worked in his 
father’s Watertown lunchroom. 
Once he got out of the service, 
after World War Il, he went to 
work managing the 
cafeteria at the Water- 
town Arsenal, where he 
remained for 14 years. 
When he found himself 
wanting a change of 
scenery, he went 
abroad for a while and 
came back determined 
to find a job where he 
could again be his own 
boss. He found his 
restaurant — then part 
of the small chain of 
Brewster's ice-cream 
shops owned by the 
James H. McManus Ice 
Cream Company (thus 
the silver Bs on the side of the 
lunch counter) — and bought the 
whole building, be¢éause that was 
the deal, take it or leave it. He 
took it, and then he pretty much 
left the place the same. 

Says Sally Fitzpatrick, who's 
frequented the Travis since 1974, 
“The greatest thing about it is it 


never changes. It just goes on 
and on and on.” 

Indeed. 

Of course, Leo has made a few 
changes. The floor, now tile, was 
originally vinyl. Around 1985, 
counter service was discontinued, 
and the yellow-vinyl-topped 
swiveling stools that lined it were 
removed. And every decade or 
so, the seating out front changes. 

Though denizens of the street's 
Continental dining establishments 
may barely notice, those chairs 
out front at the Travis are practi- 
cally cause for a lime-rickey (spe-

cialty of the house) toast, for Leo 
is the man who brought dining en 
plein air to Newbury Street. “My 
father was Greek and liked eating 
outside on the porch,” says the 
now-bespectacied visionary, wav- 
ing off his contribution to Boston 
street life. Leo’s not one to make a 
big deal about anything — except 


major spill.” 

¢ Only a few weeks ago, on 
August 5, the tank vessel Nep- 
tune, carrying about 12,700 
barrels of diesel fuel, touched 
ground around the same area. 
Again, the vessel’s hull wasn’t 
pierced and no fuel escaped 
into the harbor. 

That wasn’t the case back in 
March, when 
the 20-ton 


tank ship Limar, carrying more 
than nine million gallons of gas 
and oil, scraped bottom off 
Castle Island and spewed 1000 
gallons of oil into the harbor 
before it could be contained. 
Like the groundings in August, 
the Limar was outside shipping

maybe Mario Cuomo (he loves 
Mario Cuomo). In 1965, when Leo 
gave the sidewalk new purpose, 
the dress-shop owner next door 
complained to the Back Bay Asso- 
ciation — primarily about the man 
(Leo) who had fallen asleep at 
one of the tables,.but also about 
the tables themselves. This was 
buttoned-up Boston, after all. But 
the members of the association 
must have been feeling particular- 
ly progressive that year, because 
they decided café seating (at least 
with conscious patrons) was a 
wonderful idea. 

The first chairs 
were wicker ones. 
Over the years, they 
have given way to 
canvas-backed di- 
rector’s chairs, plas- 
tic-strapped beach 
chairs, and _ the 
graceless, bright- 
blue hard plastic 
things out front to- 
day. But no matter 
what the seating, 
people come to 
meet, and eat, and 
read between 7 a.m. 
and 4:30 p.m. near 
the Travis's large 
freestanding sign. A table is al- 
ways left outside, even in winter. 
“Maybe someone will need to sit 
down for a minute,” says Leo, 
who is accommodating to a fault. 
(“He's a soother, not a fighter,” 
says David Brudnoy.) 

He's also a good friend. When 
AIDS sent Brudnoy to the hospital 
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channels when it ran aground. 
The Coast Guard has dou- 
ble-checked the harbor buoys 
used as navigational guides by 
ship captains, and they’re 
where they're supposed to be. 
“These two channels are 
clearly marked; two near- 
misses in less than a month 
just underscores the risks to 
this ecosystem from human 
error,” says Bruce Berman, 
director of the Baywatch pro- 
gram for Save the Harbor/ 
Save the Bay. If the federal 
government doesn't mandate 
the use of double-hulled 
tankers, Berman predicts 
trouble. With 85 transports a 
month coming into Boston 
Harbor, he says, “one of these 
near misses is likely to end as 
a disaster.”

for a few months in late 1994, Leo 
one day sent over his usual lunch: 
a tuna sandwich, a chocolate 
frappe, and coffee (light, no sug- 
ar). And when Brudnoy returned 
from the hospital, Leo treated him 
to free meals for almost three 
weeks. “He didn't make a big deal 
about it,” says Brudnoy. “I guess 
he was just trying to say he was 
happy | was alive.” 

A 20-year morning ritual: Brud- 
noy, half-awake, steps up to the 
counter, and José or Christian or 
Johnny hands him two paper 
cups, one with coffee and one 
with orange juice, and two honey- 
dipped doughnuts specially re- 
served for him. “Early in the day,” 
says the radio host, “familiarity is 
a great virtue.” 

And familiarity is what the 
Travis is all about. Breakfast pa- 
trons glide in at their accustomed 
times, select their customary fare 
at uncustomary (which is to say, 
1970s) prices, and take their 
customary seats. “It’s Cheers at 
the other end of the day,” says 
Brudnoy. 

That level of collective comfort 
might come from knowing that 
there's no scene at the Travis. 
The Newbury chi-chis — the reg- 
ulars refer to them as “tourists” — 
may stop in for lunch or a coffee, 
but things like the NO SMOKING 
sign and the lack of a bar, not to 
mention the early closing time, 
prevent a full-scale assault of 
fabulousness.

The 
anti-Metco sentiment is explained by Metco 
supporters as the result of a conservative 
backlash sweeping the suburbs. Some say it is 
unadulterated racism. . . . Another factor in 
suburban resistance is a strong fear of 

mandatory busing across 
district lines. Both sup- 
porters and opponents of 
Metco are opposed to 
‘metropolitanization’ — 
the two-way busing of sub- 
urban and urban children 
into schools outside of 
their communities.” 


DYNAMIC DUKE

September 6, 1971

Dara Barlin knows exactly what radical chic means in 
the 1990s, and it is guerrilla warfare. She leads a cadre 
of 20 other Union Summer interns in a twilight strike 
against restaurants in Boston’s Theater District. Actors 
in union garb drive her to her knees, and then, the street 


theater over, she jumps to her feet to hastily 
distribute fliers. Security is called, and the 
troupe withdraws from the courtyard, off to 


their next target. 


“I didn’t know shit about unions until I came 
here,” Barlin says later, exhausted but elated as 
she sits on a curb by the Boston Common. “My 





idea of a labor union was a bunch of big, fat white men 
hanging out, drinking beer. My mind has completely 


changed.” 

With her shaved head and punk-rock de- 
meanor, it’s difficult to imagine that Barlin, 
21, is speaking of the same movement that 
only a few short years ago seemed doomed 
to irrelevance. Although labor has been 
called many things, hip has never been one 
of them, and there’s little allure in the old 
union images that Barlin refers to: labor 
bosses barricaded in plush offices and 
limousines; a Byzantine empire of addled 
bureaucrats far removed from the train- 
yards, the coal mines, and the assembly

lines where unions once sparked, raged like 
a prairie fire, and then fell to ash. 

But in the last few years, something has 
stirred the embers, and faces like Barlin’s 
— young, energetic, radical — are begin- 
ning to emerge (see “Have Degree, Will 
Picket,” page 16). It just may be that for 
angry young people frustrated with the 
status quo and frightened by their 
prospects in the workforce, the labor 
movement is the place to be. 

“Young people,” says Barlin, “are fi- 
nally getting the idea that college is only 


(- 
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going to take them so far.” 

Labor Day marked the end of the AFL- 
C1O’s inaugural Union Summer program, 
which initiated some 1200 young people 
into the labor movement. The program was 
part of the campaign platform of AFL-CIO 
president John Sweeney, who swept a gen- 
eration of deadwood from the labor federa- 
tion when his slate won last October’s 
union election. Surpassing the 
original goal of training 1000 
new organizers, Union Sum- 
mer received 3500 applications 





for the internships, a response 
that startled union veterans 
airs ; unaccustomed to interest 
| from the younger genera- 
Fy | | { | tion. 


In the spirit of Missis- 
sippi’s 1964 Freedom Summer, Union 
Summer drew young people to workplaces 
nationwide with a program that served up 
rudimentary organizing skills, social jus- 
tice, and a heady dose of class conscious- 
ness. In Boston, the Jobs with Justice 
Coalition hosted the interns, dispatching 
Barlin and other Union Summeristas to or- 
ganize nursing-home employees, picket Fi- 
lene’s for selling sweatshop clothing, knock 
on doors of the homes of medical employ- 
ees in Western Massachusetts, and meet 
with managers at supermarkets that carry 
boycotted California strawberries. Program 
organizers hope to groom a generation of 
activists who will return home with exper- 
tise tooled for the downsizing ’90s. 

That young radicals are even interested in 
labor signals a turning point. Until recently, 
it was rare to find the words labor and radi- 
cal together in the same sentence. Main- 


iat 
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stream unions’ aversion to militancy dates to 
the CIO’s Communist purges of the 1950s, 
and the distrust between the left and labor 
continued through the 60s, when many 
American New Leftists eschewed the Marx- 
ist orthodoxy that placed the worker at the 
center of radical change. Young radicals in- 
stead turned to civil rights and community 
organizing as the basis for a new movement 
and, as the anti-war movement heated up, 
surged toward chic nationalisms and third- 
world revolutionary ideology. 

“Groups like Students for a Democratic 
Society [SDS] were seen as highly disrup- 
tive by union leaders,” says labor historian 
Jeremy Brecher, “and [unions], in turn, 
were portrayed as repressive bureaucrats,” 
a prickly relationship that has continued to 
this day. 

In the 1960s, many of the 1000 students 
who departed Mississippi after Freedom 
Summer went on to become the leaders of 
the New Left. Similarly, what happens after 
Union Summer may prove to be far more 
important than what came to pass during 
the summer months. “Increasing numbers 
have begun to realize that collectivity may be 
a necessary response,” says Brecher. “At the 
same time, many in the declining labor 
movement have recognized that their move- 
ment has no future unless it can appeal to 
young people and address their problems. 
And so a delicate courtship has begun.”

In July, Newsweek attributed the surge in 
labor activism to a kind of blue-collar chic, 
citing polls that find 68 percent of 18- to 
29-year-olds viewing labor unions favor- 
ably — the highest approval level in a gen- 
eration. But while it may be true that “It’s 















Hip To Be Union” (as the magazine pro- 
claimed), there is plenty of evidence to sug- 
gest that the bulging ranks of young labor 
activists have more to do with paychecks 
than radical panache. 

What youth have long taken for granted is 
now being taken away, and the generation 
once promised prosperity is increasingly dis- 
heartened by its bleak future in the work- 
place. According to the Washington-based 
Economic Policy Institute (EPI), average 
wages for adults under 30 have fallen 20 per- 
cent in the last two decades. The 1993 census 
indicated that the poverty rate for adults un- 
der 35 has escalated by 50 percent since the 
mid 1970s, and, according to the Children’s 
Defense Fund, in 1994, only 42 percent of 
full-time workers under age 25 earned 
enough to put them above the poverty line. 

“Just graduating from college and work- 
ing shit jobs, it’s really scary for me,” says 
Nancy Wong, 24, of New Jersey. “Lots of 
friends are in the same predicament. It’s 
amazing the way things are changing.” 

The much-lauded economic “recovery” 
of the early 90s yielded largely part-time 
and temporary jobs — jobs disproportion- 
ately filled by young workers. As much as 
25 percent of the American workforce is 
employed doing “contingent work,” which 
includes part-time, temporary, on-call, and 
contract labor typically paying as little as 60 
percent of traditional full-time employ- 
ment. EPI estimates that by the year 2000, 
contingent workers will make up as much 
as 50 percent of the workforce. 

Eighteen-year-old Julian Burrell graduat- 
ed from high school in June looking for 
skills to “take back to his community” in 
the Bronx. Participating in Union Summer, 








Burrell worked on a living-wage campaign 
that took him door to door in Boston’s 


low-income neighborhoods to rally support . 


for legislative efforts to bolster wages. The 
experience, he says, “enlightened his mind” 
about workplace economics. “Every little 
bit I learned, I will take back,” he says. “It 
will definitely help my people to learn what 
I learned here.” 

For Burrell and other young people, 
“there are no guarantees,” says Liann 
Ainsworth, deputy director of Union 
Summer. 

A college diploma certainly isn’t a guar- 
antee. The Wall Street Journal reports that 
one in three people graduating after 1990 
will take jobs that don’t require a degree — 
up from one in 10 three decades ago. The 
cost of college has doubled in the last two 
decades, and the average debt of college 
graduates has reached $10,000. Mean- 
while, the days of companies recruiting 
new graduates for lucrative jobs are long 
past; instead, corporations are increasingly 
using temp agencies to harvest scab labor 
— '90s-style — from each year’s crop.

Robin Clark, 24, is the daughter of a 
postal worker and a teacher from Bellevue, 
Illinois. Now the organizing director for the 
Union of Needleworkers, Industrial and 
Textile Employees (UNITE) in Boston, 
Clark was raised pro-union and has “al- 
ways been angry about the incredible eco- 
nomic injustices in this country.” Frustrat- 
ed with charity work and an increasingly 
sympathetic with striking workers at Yale, 
her alma mater, Clark returned to her par- 
ents’ movement.

The movement's future leaders, Clark 
believes, have yet to emerge from the ranks 
of workers still sewing in the sweatshops, 
cleaning hallways late at night, and washing 
dishes in the nation’s kitchens. During 
UNITE’s Justice for Laun- 
dry Workers campaign, 
which recently gained 
union recognition at laun- 
dry plants in Brockton and 
in Pawtucket, Rhode Is- 
land, “the best leaders 
were 17, 18, and 25 years 
old — all my age,” says 
Clark. “They fought dra- 
matically and changed the 
face of the industry in one 
year. Progressives moan 
and groan about the lack 
of leadership, [but] the 
fact is, they’re out there.” 

Manuel Monteiro, 29, is 
one of those leaders. The 
child of Cape Verdean im- 
migrants, Monteiro has 
worked for nine years as a 
dryer operator at Brock- 
ton’s Churchill Laundry, a 
plant so hot in summer 
that workers regularly 
fainted on the job. Last 
May, Clark called Mon- 
teiro at home, and, after a 
series of meetings, con- 
vinced him to sign a union card and then 
organize the laundry workers. During the 
organizing campaign, he used lunch 
breaks to stand on tables and address 
workers too intimidated by management to 
attend after-hours union meetings. He in-

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curred the hatred of the plant’s owners, 
but last October, the largely immigrant 
workforce unionized, and in July it won a 
contract with better working conditions, 
automatic annual raises, pension and 
health-care benefits, and 
an end to wage discrimi- 
nation based on race. 

Not all new recruits 
are convinced that big 
labor will be as dedicat- 
ed to young people’s 
needs. After working for 
three years with the Chi- 
nese Staffers’ and 
Workers’ Association in 
New York’s Chinatown, 
Heidi Chua, 22, enrolled 
in Union Summer to 
“see what it was like to 
work for mainstream 
unions.” At the end of 
Union Summer, Chua’s 
acerbic critique of the 
AFL-CIO is the same as 
it was at the beginning. 
The labor federation, 
she says, has long avoid- 
ed organizing working- 
class youth and immi- 
grants. “We've pushed 
the unions to realize that 
they’ve neglected a 
whole segment of work- 


ers who would want to join a union,” 
says Chua. 

Unions have also been criticized for doing 
too much recruiting from the classroom, and 
not enough from “the class,” as Nick Allen, a

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22-year-old intern at the Health Care Em- 
ployees Union district 1199 in Providence, 
calls the working class. “In this historical pe- 
riod,” he says, “you have to be connected 
with the class. There are a lot of young 
workers that need labor unions. Every nurs- 
ing home I go to has a 
kitchen full of 17-year- 
olds. It’s what has to be 
done — organize the 
class.” 

There has _ been 
progress. More Union 
Summer participants came 
from working-class house- 
holds than did recruits to 
the Organizing Institute, 
the AFL-CIO’s more con- 
servative, ongoing school 
for new organizers. 

“There is a tension 
[within the labor move- 
ment],” admits Mike Phe- 
lan, organizing director 
for District 1199 in Provi- 
dence, “because of young [recruits] who 
don’t come from a background that looks 
like the background of a typical rank-and- 
file worker.” But for the children of work- 
ing-class families who broke their backs to 
get their children a better education, says 
Phelan, joining the labor movement is a re- 
turn to their roots. 

There may yet be room within the 
movement for young people from all back- 
grounds; after all, they are uniformly en- 
tering a workplace characterized by stag- 
nant wages, little access to benefits, and 
increasing job insecurity. 

Jeff Sommers of the Association of 
Graduate Employee Locals is one of those 
who doesn’t see the situation as a dichoto- 
my of young middle-class organizers and 
the working class. “People are outraged by 
the injustices around them, and at the 
same time they’re feeling it themselves,” 
| says Sommers. “We have this long tradi- 
| tion of populism in this country. . . . Peo- 
| ple don’t like inequality, people don’t like 
| injustice, and it’s harder to put blinders on

when you’ re feeling it yourself.” 

An unanswered question is how far 
unions will take their campaign to reverse 
declining workplace conditions — and 
whether young people will become impatient 
with the generally less-than-militant move- 
ment. Before John Sweeney took the helm 
of the AFL-CIO, his opponent, Tom Don- 
ahue, condemned his disruptive tactic of 
blocking bridges, calling instead for “build- 
ing bridges.” Sweeney’s promises to revital- 
ize the flagging movement 
with civil disobedience met 
with widespread approval, 
but for all the talk, 1995 
saw the fewest strikes of 
any year since 1947, when 
the Department of Labor 
began collecting statistics 
on work stoppages. 

The labor unions have 
sown the seeds for a new 
generation of organizers, 
but what they will reap is 
yet to be seen. If Union 
Summer yields a bumper 
crop of young organizers 
like 26-year-old Tyrone 
Freeman, executive direc- 
tor of the Atlanta’s Ser- 
vice Employees International Union local 
1985, they could turn corporate America 
on its head. In the right-to-work state of 
Georgia, Freeman has helped his local 
grow from 1100 to 6300 members to be- 
come the largest local in the Southeast. He 
is vice-president of the Atlanta Central La- 
bor Council, and the youngest unionist 
ever to sit on the board of an international. 

Unless there is a drastic re-evaluation of 
the policies that have caused wage defla- 
tion, capital flight, and job loss for his gen- 
eration, he says, today’s hype could be- 
come an end-of-the-millennium revolution. 
“The temperament of our generation is not 
as patient as the one preceding it.” says 
Freeman. “We wear thin really quickly. 

“At the turn of the century, you'll find 
we'll have to do something radical,” he 
says. “With folks my age, there’s no way 
we're going to take what we’re dealing 
with right now three or four years down 
the road. People are tired. People are fed 
up. It’s not hard to hear the thunder and 
roar of people who are fed up.” QO

ong before Union Summer applications began to pile up in the AFL-CIO’s Wash- 

ington office, students were forging bonds with labor. In these downsizing days, 

student-labor activism is as likely to be found atop the ivory tower as at the facto- 
ries, Nationwide, there are roughly 30 student-labor groups exclusively supporting the 
labor struggle, while university groups that include labor among other social-justice 
issues number anywhere from 100 to 200, according to Jeremy Smith of Boston’s 
Student Labor Solidarity Network. 

Last spring, unionism baptized Dara Barlin during a strike over clerical workers’ 
benefits at Barnard College. Students supporting the clerks demonstrated during 
graduation ceremonies and held sit-ins in administrative offices, prompting the col- 
lege to withhold several students’ diplomas, including Barlin’s. Similarly, Yale students 
formed a Student Labor Action Coalition to support striking dining-hall workers, They 
engaged university officials in a bitter struggle that included a protest of more than 4000 
unionists and students during the university's commencement ceremonies. Demonstra- 
tions regularly drew crowds of 50 to 100 students in-support of the strikers, and stu- 
dents held sit-ins to force the hand of the administration. 

Similar groups helped fertilize the grassroots strikes against Staley, Caterpillar, and 
Bridgestone-Firestone in the “war zone” of Decatur, Illinois. Such organizations also 
help shame garment industries that use sweatshops; recruit students to organize laun- 
dry workers; and bring locked-out Detroit newspaper workers to speak on campuses 
around the country, And the work hasn’t halted at America’s borders: students have 
been instrumental in pressuring companies that exploit cheap labor in Burma, El Sal- 
vador, Mexico, and Indonesia. 

Graduate students are discovering that hard laborers are not the only ones who 
form picket lines. Indeed, the degree requirements for a Master’s or a PhD can in- 
clude hoisting a sign aloft and pacing for hours in the rain. Cost-cutting universities 
are downsizing their own workforces, hiring fewer full-time professors, and depend- 
ing on graduate students to teach classes once reserved for tenured professors — but 
at far lower pay. At the University of Illinois at Champaign-Urbana, for example, 
graduate students teach 32 percent of undergraduate classes, many of them putting in 
as much as 30-hour weeks of teaching on top of their own course load. “There’s a 
glut in the market of PhDs,” sighs Isaac Mankita of the Association of Graduate Em- 
ployees. “[The universities] can make you do whatever they want.” 

As a result, some graduate-degree candidates are beginning to feel like wage slaves, 
and have begun organizing in record numbers. “It’s easy to mobilize people,” says Jeff 
Sommers, who went around the country for the Association for Graduate Employee 
Locals. “They're dealing with issues that workers have to deal with. Their pay is going 
down, they may be a little older, they may have families. Some of them have a sense of 
history, and they don’t like where they see they’re going —- toward poverty.” 

Twelve universities have well-established graduate-student unions totaling over 
25,000 members. Some of them represent as much as 75 percent of the graduate-stu- 
dent body, according to Michigan’s Graduate Students Organization, and many more 
are launching organizing drives. University of Illinois graduate students are fighting 
for recognition of their 5800-member Graduate Employees Organization, which will 
be the largest graduate bargaining unit in the nation if its legal battle is successful. 
Last spring, students on the University of California’s campuses pledged to strike this 
coming fall if the university fails to recognize their system-wide union, and Yale’s 
graduate-student union, if it prevails in its seven-year battle for recognition, will be 
the country’s first at a private university.

| Clinten’s focus will shift 
if big labor wins the House 


by Dan Kennedy 


rganized labor wants to 

give its best friend, Bill 

Clinton, a $35 million 

present: a chaperone.

The stakes are enormous for big labor,

reputation for corruption. If the campaign 
succeeds, the virulently anti-labor Republi- 
can House would give way to a Democrat- 
ic majority that would owe much of its 
very existence to union efforts. More im- 
portant, having at least one branch of 
Congress in the hands of pro-labor 
Democrats would serve as a strong check 
on Clinton’s instincts to reach compromis- 
es with the Republicans on proposals that 
hurt working families. 

Clinton salvaged his presidency by re- 
defining himself as a moderate alternative 
to both Newt Gingrich’s revolutionaries 
and Democratic congressional liberals. So 

though Clinton would no 

doubt prefer a Democratic 

House to a Republican one, 

the change would neverthe- 

less force him to shift his 

focus in a fundamental way. 

“The fact that his pro- 
gram is so damn Repub- 
lican makes it hard for 
the Dick Gephardts to 
push a Democratic pro- 
gram,” says Robert Kuttner, co-editor of 
the liberal American Prospect, who calls 
Clinton “the most conservative Democrat- 
ic president since Grover Cleveland.” A 
prominent Arkansas union official once fa- 


mously said of Clinton that he’ll “pat you 
on the back and piss down your leg.” So 
the AFL-CIO’s strategy of praising Clinton 
while concentrating its efforts on Congress 
is a smart one. 

“We think President Clinton has been 
pretty good for working families, and with 
a Democratic House that can only get bet- 
ter,” says Deborah Dion, a spokeswoman 
for the national AFL-CIO. 

For a self-proclaimed friend of labor, 
Bill Clinton has compiled a curiously 
mixed record. 

On the one hand, he’s turned back as- 
saults by the Republican Congress aimed at 
loosening workplace-safety regulations and 
at cutting basic economic protections such 
as Medicare and student loans. He also 
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supported legislation to prohibit companies 
from hiring permanent replacements for 
striking employees (it failed), and opposes 
Republican efforts to change collective-bar- 
gaining rules in favor of employers. 

On the other hand, he pushed through 
NAFTA and GATT, free-trade agree- 
ments that leaders of organized labor 
believe (with some justification) are 
costing jobs and lowering wages. He 
didn’t fight for a higher minimum wage 
until he’d lost his Democratic majority 
in Congress. He accepted a balanced- 
budget plan that virtually requires deep 
cuts in programs that help working fam- 
ilies. And he signed a punitive welfare- 
reform bill while promising to seek tax 
breaks for businesses that hire welfare 
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recipients — raising the specter of low- 
income workers being cast aside by em- 
ployers eager to cash in on government 
subsidies. 

Indeed, Republican political analyst Kevin 
Phillips once described Clinton as “the 20th 
century’s most actively anti-labor president.” 
That may be a reflection of the times more 
than of Clinton — after all, does anyone 
doubt that Bob Dole would pursue an agen- 
da even more inimical to labor’s interests? 
— but a Democratic majority in at least one 
branch of Congress would force Clinton to 
move at least somewhat to the left. 

Certainly the AFL-CIO’s efforts could 
make a difference in close races. In Mas- 
sachusetts, for instance, Democrat John 
Tierney two years ago nearly beat Tork- 
ildsen (who’s pro—minimum wage, but 
who also supported NAFTA and GATT), 
which would have won him the distinction 
of being the only Democrat in the country 
to defeat an incumbent Republican. This 
year’s rematch may be equally close, 
which makes the $100,000 or so in radio- 
ad time the AFL-CIO has purchased thus 
far — with more to come — potentially 
bad news for Torkildsen. On the other 
hand, dislodging Blute, who sided with la- 
bor by opposing NAFTA and GATT and 
by supporting the minimum wage, will be 
more difficult; the AFL-CIO has invested 
fewer resources in Blute’s district than in 
Torkildsen’s, and it’s unclear how much 
those ads will improve Democrat Jim Mc- 
Govern’s chances. 

Rich Rogers, political director of the 
Massachusetts AFL-CIO, says he’s also 
planning to help Democrat Bill Delahunt, 
the Norfolk district attorney, who’s hop- 
ing to succeed retiring Democratic con- 
gressman Gerry Studds, and, in Western 
Massachusetts, Democratic incumbent 
John Olver, who may face a tough chal- 
lenge this fall from Republican State 
Senator Jane Swift. Another Rogers pri- 
ority: re-electing US Senator John Kerry, 
who, according to polls, is running be- 
hind his Republican challenger, Gover- 
nor Bill Weld. 

The labor federation’s national goal of 
electing a Democratic House is a long shot 
in a political culture that seems addicted to 
divided government. The best guessing 
now is that though the Democrats are like- 
ly to make gains because of Gingrich’s un- 
popularity, they’re unlikely to retake the 
institution, which they controlled for 40 
years before the Republican sweep of 
1994, Still, if the House were to be re- 
stored to Democratic control, it would 
stand as a remarkable victory for orga- 
nized labor, capping off a very good year. 

It began last October, when John 
Sweeney, the former head of the Service 
Employees International Union, defeated 
longtime AFL-CIO president Lane Kirk- 
land. Though Sweeney himself is in his 
60s and is seen as a transitional figure, he 
has put into place a new generation of ag- 
gressive leaders who are expected to move 
to the fore over the next several years. 

The new leadership’s first goal was to 
win back the hearts and minds of its own 
members. Sweeney hired Peter D. Hart 
Research to poll union members, and the 
results showed that workers resented 
simply being told to vote for a particular 
candidate. Instead, respondents said, they 
wanted information on public officials so 
they could make up their own minds. The 
result was the current $35 million cam- 
paign, in which the targeted congressmen 
are singled out for their stands on specif- 
ic issues. 

But if big labor has taken a step out of 
the crypt, it’s a tentative step at best. The 
AFL-CIO may have succeeded in putting 
together “Union Summer,” a youth or- 
ganizing crusade that led Newsweek to 
proclaim that IT’S HIP TO BE UNION. But 
according to the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, union membership fell to a 60-year 
low of 14.9 percent of the workforce in 
1995. Union households made up more 
than 30 percent of the workforce in the 
1940s and ‘50s, and were at 21.9 per- 
cent as recently as 1980. What’s more, 

with manufacturing jobs continuing to 
disappear, a large percentage of today’s 
union members work for the govern- 
ment. And as Dole’s acceptance-speech 
rhetoric shows, bashing public-employee 
unions such as the National Education 
Association resonates with much of the 
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public. 

Then there’s the question of whether big 
labor’s leadership — even the less fos- 
silized team Sweeney has put together — 
is in touch with the country’s 16.4 million 
union employees. An estimated 40 to 45 
percent of union members voted Republi- 
can in the 1994 midterm elections, which 
is one of the reasons that the AFL-CIO is 
so eager this time around to inform its 
members of the anti-labor records of the 
congressmen it has targeted for defeat. But 
still, the membership appears to be consid- 
erably more conservative than the leader- 
ship. A significant portion of Pat Bucha- 
nan’s pitchfork peasants were working- 
class people, union and non-union, who 
not only liked Buchanan’s anti-free-trade, 
anti-corporate themes, but who also liked 
Buchanan’s immigrant-bashing, welfare- 
slashing, anti-choice, pro-gun rhetoric, all 
of which are anathema to labor leaders. 

Indeed, earlier this year Luntz & Associ- 
ates, a polling firm best known for helping 
Gingrich put together the Contract with 
America, questioned 1000 members of 
AFL-CIO.-affiliated unions following the 
announcement of the $35 million cam- 
paign. The poll, conducted on behalf of 
Americans for a Balanced Budget, found 
that 87 percent of union members favored 
the kind of welfare reform recently passed 
by the Republican Congress and signed by 
Clinton, and 82 percent approved of a bal- 
anced-budget amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. More ominously for Sweeney and 
company, 58 percent said they had no idea 
that the AFL-CIO was spending $35 mil- 
lion on political activities, and 62 percent 
said they opposed having any portion of 
their dues used for such purposes; more 
than half said they might seek refunds, 
which some union critics claim they are 
legally entitled to. 

Even though AFL-CIO officials and in- 
dependent observers expect conservative 
groups will far outspend labor, Luntz pro- 
ject director Andrew Smith says it’s fair to 
assume that members of the Christian 
Coalition and the National Rifle Associa- 
tion “are much more well-informed” 
about their organizations’ political activi- 
ties, which in many cases are what attract- 
ed them to join in the first place. Some 
Republicans have even questioned the le- 


gality of the AFL-CIO campaign, but the | 


courts have ruled consistently that such 
efforts are exempt from campaign-finance 
laws as long as there are no explicit en- 
dorsements offered. 

Perhaps the biggest problem the 
AFL-CIO faces is that Bill Clinton 
keeps stepping on its strongest mes- 
sage. Buchananism enjoyed its brief 
moment in the sun earlier this year 
because economic insecurity is a real 
issue; the New York Times did a sev- 
en-part series on it, and Newsweek 
plastered post-office-style photos of 
job-slashing CEOs on its cover. 
Wages, adjusted for inflation, are 
falling, and income inequality is ris- 
ing. Yet Clinton proclaims that happy 
days are here again, making it diffi- 
cult for his allies in the Democratic 
Party and the labor movement to say 
otherwise. 

Clinton may be tempted to triangulate 
right through January 2001, but in the 
long run he knows he’ll be better off 
with a Congress at least partly in the 
hands of his own party. University of 
Virginia government professor Larry 
Sabato expects Clinton to turn his atten- 
tion to Senate and House races by mid 
October, if for no other reason than to 
stop the congressional inquiries into 
Whitewater. “This guy looks out for 
number one first, foremost, and forev- 
er,” says Sabato. 

In the end, Clinton and the labor move- 
ment need each other. For labor, Clinton 
is infinitely preferable to Dole; free at last 
from the pressures of having to think 
about the next campaign, he might finally 
prove to be a friend to labor in deed as 
well as word. As for Clinton himself, la- 
bor’s support could be crucial if Dole gets 
close. And as last week’s contretemps over 
triangulator-in-chief Dick Morris showed, 
there’s still a long way to go between now 


and Election Day. QO |

‘Fast Company’s ‘revolution’ 
‘is just profiteering with ’tude 


enlightened know that today ‘tude is the 
realest commodity on earth, the economic 
lever that will never let you down. 

The ’tude count is even higher these 
days over at Fast Company, a South 
End—based business publication sold late 
last year to Mort Zuckermanand Fred 
Drasner (who publish both U.S. News & 
World Report and the Atlantic Monthly), 
which is dedicated to pushing the idea of 
hip as an aesthetic of Information Age 
power. Its June issue, for in- 
stance, blares forth the central 
tenet of what it calls the “new 
economy” from virtually every 
page: subversives make the 
best businessmen. 

While Wired celebrates 
i | the democratic possibilities 






of developments in the 
world of computers and 
media, Fast Company 
takes the celebration of democratic 
promise in the corporate age one step fur- 
ther. Embracing the language of “revolu- 
tion” with a fetishism reminiscent of the 
late 1960s, it devotes itself not to the es- 
tablishment companies favored by Forbes 
and Fortune, but to covering “business ac- 
tivists,” “change agents,” and “corporate 
radicals.” Making liberal use of the curi- 
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ously postmodern-sounding jargon now 
favored in MBA programs everywhere, 
Fast Company supplies rhetorical ammuni- 
tion to an army of young corporate hot- 
heads, whose letters in return salute the 
magazine for “pushing the envelope,” as a 
“Mecca for my generation of business 
leaders,” and for its effort 
to “wake up corporate 
America.” Fast Compa- 
ny’s premiere editorial 
late last year was a 
streamlined manifesto of 
what it calls the “Busi- 
ness Revolution,” hailing 
the forces whose “con- 
vergence overturns 50 
years of received wisdom 
on the fundamentals of 
work and competition,” 
and announcing that the 
corporate upheavals of 
the 1990s are “as far- 
reaching as the Industrial 
Revolution.” 

Fast Company’s appar- 
ent success brings into 
sharp focus the strange 
cultural-political climate 
of recent years. Ordi- 
narily, of course, it’s the 
political left that talks 
“revolution” so enthusi- 
astically. But today, with 
the left nearing outright 
extinction, that language 
seems to have become the 
province of corporate ide- 
ologues. (KNOWLEDGE) 
WORKERS OF THE WORLD 
UNITE! runs one Fast 
Company headline. Much 
of what this “business 
revolution” entails is pret- 
ty familiar: the rise of in- 
formation technology, a 
mania for nonhierarchical language and for 
democratic-sounding terms like “empow- 
erment,” the ever-advancing rationalization 
of corporate structures, and — just inci- 
dentally — the elimination of large chunks 
of the workforce. 

With the exception of this last detail, 
there’s plenty of standard “revolutionary” 
stuff in Fast Company. A computer scien- 
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tist who’s profiled is described as “a rabble 
rouser, an agent provocateur, a product of 
the 1960s who never lost his activist fire or 
democratic values.” Another story offers 
tantalizing glimpses of a “dis-organiza- 
tion” (a maker of hearing aids) that inhab- 
its an “anti-office” where “all vestiges of 
hierarchy have disap- 
peared.” And another de- 
tails how Levi's, a per- 
fectly successful manu- 
facturer of trousers, de- 
cided to implement “the 
most dramatic change 
program in American 

usiness,” rooting out 
“resistance” and reorga- 
nizing itself utterly be- 
cause . . . well, because it 
seemed like the thing to 
do. The magazine’s edi- 
tors sum up their own 
understandings of the 
new world of business 
with quotes from Hunter 
S. Thompson and the 
eternal proletarian, Bruce 
Springsteen. 

Literally every article 
contains some denuncia- 
tion of order and some 
recipe for subverting 
holdovers from the Sec- 
ond Wave world. Fast 
Company offers glimpses 
of the future with stories 
about an “alternative 
business school” that 
teaches “young people to 
navigate in chaotic sys- 
tems,” or about the Texas 
computer-services com- 
pany that “consciously 
accelerates time” with 
such devices as an in- 
structional video set to 
music by R.E.M., reverse dress codes, and 
“culture cops” who punish employees 
“when they talk the language of the old 
world of business.” 

Then there’s the cover of the magazine’s 
second issue (dated April/May 1996), fea- 
turing one executive’s confessions about 
his retrograde leadership practices, com- 
plete with anecdotes about how his hierar- 
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chical ways inhibited revolutionary behav- 
ior among the rank and file and tales of 
how “high-ranking” executives were taken 
“through a personal reinvention process to 
show them new ways of leading.” Natural- 
ly, the executive’s article begins by ac- 
knowledging that “organizations must 
change radically: we are at the beginning 
of a revolutionary time in business,” and 
proceeds to inform readers how to root 
out the corporate reactionary lurking deep 
inside and achieve a more correct and 
wholesome line. 

An article entitled “The People of 
Hewlett-Packard v. the Past” describes the 
inventive replica of a courtroom confronta- 
tion one company used to stimulate a busi- 
ness meeting and the friendly and creative 
means by which the same company “killed 
off” an entire division: by staging “a full- 
scale New Orleans-style jazz-band funeral, 
designed to help the division’s people deal 
with the emotional loss and the prospect of 
moving to other jobs.” The company be- 
lieved it was helping its employees to “cele- 
brate transitions,” to break those rules that 
used to bind us to one career and one job. 
“All possibilities come from endings,” the 
magazine quotes one executive as saying. 
“One career is finishing and another is be- 
ginning.” 

The editors go to great lengths to un- 
earth at least one genuinely progressive- 
seeming operation per issue: a company 
that makes beer in Namibia and recycles 
its waste; the Whole Foods supermarket 
chain, whose armies of hip “team mem- 
bers” represent the “future of democratic 
capitalism.” Not only are such companies 
beloved of the people who work for them, 
the magazine insists, but they are powerful 
competitors as well. And it’s this curious 
belief, promulgated by editors who possess 
both solid business-journalism credentials 
and unblemished liberal pedigrees (one 
editor once worked with Ralph Nader, the 
other for a Carter Administration cabinet 
official) that inspires the amused suspicion 
with which more-conventional business 
observers tend to regard the Fast Company 
project. Noting “the hip and democratic 
culture preached in its pages,” one Wall 
Street Journal writer recently wondered 
just how far Fast Company could push 
such an improbable vision. 
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My guess is pretty far. With its dedica- 
tion to the audacious idea that socially re- 
sponsible businesses are not only nicer 
places to work but competitively stronger 
than ordinary self-interested operations, 
Fast Company may be in the woods factu- 
ally, but it’s right on target ideologically. It 
was only a few months ago that business 
was on the defensive, surprised by sudden 
attacks from long-standing friends like Pat 
Buchanan and the New York Times, which 
published a much-lauded series of articles 
called “The Downsizing of America.” For 
a brief moment, organs of mainstream 
opinion seemed on the verge of actual out- 
rage over high-handed corporate doings. 
But Fast Company is telling you that your 
outrage is misplaced. Left to its own de- 
vices, business will not only make us rich, 
it will give us a just society to boot. 

It’s a strange but eerily pre- 
dictable twist in the developing 
ideology of the businessman’s 
republic. In an age when un- 
regulated capitalism has be- 
come the model for everything 
from prisons to public schools 
to police forces, it was only a 
matter of time till someone 
suggested that the application 
of free-market theory can in 
fact solve anything — that the 
best way to deal with the prob- 
lems of business (you know: 
layoffs, unemployment, low 
wages, alienation . . . ) is not 
organized labor or government 
intervention, but more business. 

What makes Fast Company 
truly revolutionary, then, isn’t 
its fascination with cool execu- 
tives or its reliance for work- 
place wisdom on people like 
Hunter Thompson and Bruce 
Springsteen but the breathtak- 
ingly grand cultural-economic 
shift that its editors imagine to 
be taking place and in whose 
forefront they are endeavoring 
to place themselves: as the Wall Street 
Journal put the magazine’s basic idea, 
business is “overtaking politics as a force 
for social change.” The revolution whose 
anthems Fast Company is reverently com- 
posing is nothing less than the replace- 
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ment of civil society by business culture. 
As one of the magazine’s writers puts it, 
“Corporations have become the dominant 
institution of our time, occupying the posi- 
tion of the church of the Middle Ages and 
the nation-state of the past two centuries.” 
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Corporations are becoming society, and 
the hip businessman knows it. 

It’s a theme that Fast Company ham- 
mers home with alarming smugness. The 
cover of its first issue announced the pa- 
rameters of the new dispensation with two 
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terrifying aphorisms — “Work is person- 
al” and “Computing is social” — that 
summed up its vision of society as some- 
thing that exists within and between the 
office complexes of the world and the up- 
scale suburbs where members of the 
world’s change teams spend 
their downtime. Naturally these 
paradoxes are offered up not as 
developments to be resisted but 
as principles of revolutionary 
liberation (one can easily invent 
others: “Boss is love,” “Office 
is home,” “Temps are rich”). 
When human and political 
qualities are mentioned in the 
magazine, it’s usually not to 
note their inherent value but to 
show how they can make us 
more competitive. One article 
about the solemn subject of 
leadership, for example, points

But it’s supersti- 
tion of the first rank to believe that the mar- 
ket is going to correct the problems that the 
market has caused, that total competition is 
somehow going to rescue us from the de- 
struction wreaked by total competition, that 
new management theories are the solution 
to old management theories. What the busi- 
nessman’s republic requires to keep it fair 
and honest is not greater power for busi- 
ness but some sort of power that confronts 
business. Because it’s not going to matter 
much to the people on the receiving end of 
the “business revolution” whether the guy 
who downsizes them is wearing a blue 
serge suit or a nose ring. Q

enough of the Municipal Police

hen Boston police of- 
ficer Jonathan Strat- 
ton, a 10-year veteran 
of the force, saw a 
marked cruiser from 
another law-enforcement agency travel- 
ing at about 65 miles per hour in a 25- 
mile-per-hour residential zone, he grew 
concerned. 

When he watched the cruiser force oth- 
er drivers into oncoming traffic, he want- 
ed to know just what was going on. 

It turned out that the speeding cruiser 
was responding to a call about a minor 
scuffle — not a life-threatening incident, 
or even a particularly urgent one. It 
turned out that it was headed toward 
Savin Hill Park, in Dorchester, where it 
didn’t even have jurisdiction. And it 
turned out that the car belonged to the 
Municipal Police Department, a troubled 
city department that many say should 
simply be eliminated. 

Now the Boston Police Patrolman’s As- 
sociation (BPPA), the union that repre- 
sents the city’s police officers, is adding 
its voice to the critics. In a petition before 
the state Labor Relations Board, the

BPPA charges that the city is allowing the 
140-member Municipal Police Force to 
carry out the duties of regular Boston Po- 
lice officers without complying with regu- 
lations that ensure that its members meet 
civil-service standards. (Most civil ser- 
vants face a strict application process, in- 
cluding entry exams and formal reviews.) 
In effect, says the BPPA, unqualified 
civilians have been given law-enforcement 
duties. And the result, say union officials 
privately, is a department out of control. 

Although the city will not comment on 
those allegations, Mayor Tom Menino 
has ordered a review of the Municipal 
Police Department: The mayor’s order 
came in the wake of an incident in Wash- 
ington, DC, three months ago when three 
Municipal Police officers were arrested 
for being involved in a bar fight. One of 
the officers was armed, which is against 
the department’s regulations. The review, 
under the command of Bill:Good, chief of 
staff for Boston Police Commissioner 
Paul Evans, will address the question of 
whether the Municipal Police Department 
is necessary at all. Results are expected 
later this month. 

In part, the Municipal Police Depart- 
ment’s troubles are a result of its murky 
mandate. When the department was formed 
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the municipal officers carried a flashlight, 
mace, and a nightstick. In the ’80s, offi- 
cers began to pack firearms, and now they 
carry either 9mm Glocks or .38 caliber 
revolvers. 

Then, in May of 1994, the Boston Po- 
lice Department created a Special Police 
Division within the department assigned 
to patrol housing projects — that is, 
properties operated by the Boston Hous- 
ing Authority (BHA). The new division 
was composed of both Municipal Police 
officers and former investigators for the 
BHA, and, according to the Boston Police 
Department’s formal regulations, its du- 
ties were confined to “premises or facility 
specified in the license” — meaning its 
officers could act only on calls within the 
housing complexes. 

But in March of last year, the regula- 
tions were again changed. No longer was 
the municipal department restricted to 
housing projects. Now its officers could 
operate on “all properties authorized by 
the Police Commissioner.” 

But all along, critics charge, the Mu- 
nicipal Police have been overstepping 
their boundaries. 

In December 31, 1994, for example, a 
city resident complained to three Munici- 
pal Police officers that too many people 
were coming and going from a neighbor- 
ing apartment, and the Municipal Police 
took it upon themselves to check it out 


an unusual occurrence. Although the ar- 
resting officer claims the man struggled 
and lunged forward, striking the officer, 
Horwitz says this was a situation that oc- 
curred outside Municipal Police jurisdic- 
tion and could have been handled more 
efficiently by the proper department. 

The Municipal Police Department 
has very little to say about the BPPA’s 
accusations. 

According to Chief Kevin Maguire, 
“We've always been a thorn in the 
union’s side. If they can figure a way to 
get at us, they will.” 

Maguire admits that his department’s 
job is to “patrol publicly owned houses 
and buildings.” But he goes on to say 
that the Commissioner of Police pro- 
hibits his department only from enforc- 
ing moving violations. Maguire admits 
the Municipal Police even respond to 
911 calls, “just like every other enforce- 
ment agency” — even though, according 
to the mayor’s office, they have no au- 
thority to do so. 

Maguire says turning the department 
into a civil-service agency wouldn’t 
change anything except hiring practices. 

However, the results of the mayor’s re- 
view may mean a little more than extra 
rules for the new boys in blue. oO

’m sick of exercising. 

There, I've said it. 

I’m sick of hot-weather workouts: sweat in the 
eyes; T-shirts soaked through; unquenchable 
thirsts. I'm sick of the planning that goes into 

exercising: when; where; how long; how to squeeze it in 
amid everything else that needs doing. I’m sick of the 
pain: sore muscles, a persistent ache in my left hip, callus- 
es. And above all, I’m sick of the emotional energy 
involved: the worrying (am I working out enough? hard 
enough? long enough?), and the calculating (can | get 
away with not working out today? tomorrow? this 
week?), and the subtle contemplation of a never-ending, 
perhaps unanswerable question: am | burning all these 
calories because I want to — because it genuinely makes 
me feel good — or because I think I should, because on 
some occasions exercise answers some deeper need for a 


| kind of self-punishment? 


As we do with so many of the important activities in our 
eating, drinking, working — most of us have an 
active, if not well-understood, relationship with exercise. 
Mine began rather late in life: | wasn’t much into sports as 
a kid, never particularly liked the energy output it took to 
run around and compete. It 
seemed a little silly to me, all 
that effort. In ninth grade, | 
belonged to the absolute worst 
softball team in my high 





game 127-3), and my domi- 


the nose by a line drive and 
ended up lying with an unstop- 
pable nosebleed on the bath- 
room floor for 45 minutes, 
waiting for my mother to come 
pick me up. By 10th grade, | 
managed to bypass anything 


the girls’ basketball team, a 
nice, passive post I held until I 
graduated. My college years 
were blissfully sedentary: | may 
have walked really fast to the 
cafeteria once or twice, but | 
didn’t do so with the aim of 
working up a sweat. And for 
the most part I didn’t think 
about exercise or give much 
thought as to whether I should 
or shouldn’t take it up. 

Exercise for me (and no 
doubt for lots of women) 
accompanied concern about 
body image and weight, which blossomed into an obses- 
sion in my early 20s, the anorexic years. Fresh out of col- 
lege, unanchored by academic rituals and responsibili- 
ties, and hell-bent on controlling something in what felt 
like a small, chaotic environment, I stopped eating and 
started jogging. A 10-minute run several times a week 
turned into a 20-minute run every other day, then a 30 
minute-run every day, and ‘so on. At the height of my 
compulsiveness, | weighed 83 pounds and was running 
six-mile road races — on an empty stomach, of course. 
The concept of carbo-loading seemed grotesque to me, 
and weak. 

Those days (mercifully) are long gone, and my relation- 
ship with working out has become richer, more complex, 
less singularly self-destructive. Back then, the equation 
was simple, the relationship one-dimensional: exercise 
meant expending calories, and the more the better, regard- 
less of how much it hurt. I hated jogging, actually — 
found it monotonous and painful. But I suspect that pain 
was the point, and enduring pain (both physical and psy- 
chological) was a prerequisite for feeding myself in any 
other way: I felt I didn’t deserve to eat (or to relax, or to 













feel like a decent human being). | couldn’t allow myself 
such indulgences, unless I’d earned them somehow. 

As anorexia lost its hold on me, so did compulsive exer- 
cising. In my mid-20s, around the time my relationship 
with food began to get back on track, I discovered 
sculling, a difficult sport that gave me something to master 
besides the contours of my own body, and, for the first

sweat, muscles, and calories 
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time, I realized that exercise could be something other 
than tedious and hard on the knees. I loved — and contin- 
ue to love — the feel of sculling, the swoosh of it, the 
rhythm, the sounds of oars dipping into the water, pop- 
ping out, sweeping back against the water. It’s an aestheti- 
cally pleasing sport, physically demanding and yet medita- 
tive, and for the most part I’ve been grateful and enthusi- 
astic about it for more than a decade. 

Yet I sense it’s time to rethink the relationship once 
again. The compulsive edge has lingered, particularly dur- 
ing times of stress. The summer my father died, four years 
ago, I rowed a thousand miles: | rowed six or seven times 
a week, no matter what the conditions, often racking up 
seven or eight miles in a single outing. | went to France 
that summer for a week, came home, got off the plane at 2 
p.m., and was on the river by 4. That was frantic exercise, 
an attempt to row away from my own feelings. And 
although I’ve not repeated the effort, I’m often aware of 
the same pulls and pressures, the same wish to muscle my 
way into some altered state, and an attendant struggle over 
the question of what’s enough. How hard to work out? 
How often? How much pain is required in order to feel 
pleasure? 

One day not long ago, a particularly hot, muggy, windy 
day in late August, I spent 50 minutes flailing around in 
my single scull on the Charles River, my oars flapping

blister developing on my left 
hand, sweat running into 
my eyes and making them 
burn. | hated it. Two-and-a- 
half miles up the river, two- 
and-a-half miles back, and 
the whole way | kept think- 
ing: why do I do this? 

I know myself well 
enough at this point to 
answer that question: that 
particular morning, I’d been 
feeling restless, edgy, a little 
lonely and depressed. For 
several days, I’d been eating 
too much, procrastinating 
too much, shying away 
from restorative things, like 
contact with friends, and 
sufficient sleep. Exercise at 
times like that can be a 
helpful thing, a way to 
jump-start myself into a 
more energetic mode, a 
path out of lethargy and the 
slothful sense of self that 
comes with it. But at other 
times, like that morning, it 
reverts back to its old self: a 
form of self-punishment, a 
way to literally beat myself 
up. | knew the water would 
be rough that day, the row unpleasant, the experience 
painful and lonely, and I did it anyway. That isn’t a work- 
out; it’s an exercise in self-disgust, and I suppose that’s 
the brand I’m tired of. 

There is still nothing like a good row, when the water is 
flat and calm, the air cool, the conditions right for that 
particular combination of hard physical work and psychic 
reward. But I'd like my relationship with exercise to be less 
manic and less propelled by guilt, less forced. A rotten 
day? Don’t row. A set of feelings that exercise won't 
resolve? Find another way to manage them. 

For the last few Saturdays, I’ve been taking long, mean- 
dering hikes with a new friend and our dogs. We've 
tramped around the Fells, between Melrose and 
Winchester, and we've tramped around the woods in 
Lincoln, and I’ve discovered on these occasions a wonder- 
ful balance between physical exertion and social pleasure. 
We walk and we talk and we pause on occasion to sit and 
drink water and watch the dogs, tireless and ecstatic to be 
outdoers. I’ve come home from these walks feeling not 
only physically restored but also refreshed in other ways 
— connected and content and closer to the things that 
make me happy: my dog, good conversation, the quiet of 
the woods. I’ve tended to be the sort of person who 
believes that walking doesn’t “count” as a form of 
exercise, that you’re not really working unless you hurt. 
But it occurs to me now, perhaps for the first time, that 
the heart is a muscle in many respects, and it needs 
attending to beyond the gym. Q 
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What is the origin of the phrase “in like Flynn”? I've 
heard it alludes to the sexual exploits of the actor Errol 
Flynn, but I have a difficult time believing a reference so 
graphic could have become a common catch phrase. |

Just shows how out of it you are, Joe. Most people 
today have no problem believing this. Most people today 
would have no problem believing Mother Teresa does it 
with goats. 

The question is whether people believed it in the 
1940s, when this expression is known to have been 
common. To determine this, we apply the mom test. 
This consists of asking ourselves, “Would my mom con- 
sciously use an expression meaning, ‘In as surely as 
Errol Flynn gets his Buick parked in some young inno- 
cent’s garage?’ ” 

Maybe your mom would. Mine would sooner die. Let 
us review the evidence. The earliest known use of “in 
like Flynn” in print is in the December 1946 issue of | 
American Speech: Penn State professor Ed Miller | 
reported that students of his who had served in the army | 
air force during World War II used the expression to 
mean, “Everything is okay. In other words, the pilot is 
having no more trouble than Errol Flynn has in his cine- 
matic feats.” 

From this we learn several things: /) The expression 
was of recent origin. Had it been widely used in the | 
1930s, Miller would not have included it in a list of | 
World War Il slang. 2) The term was generally under- | 
stood to refer to Errol Flynn. 3) It didn’t necessarily | 
refer to Flynn’s success with women.

Sure, maybe Miller was just hearing the expurgated 
version. Flynn, a popular film star in the 1930s, became 
notorious in November, 1942, when he was charged 
with two counts of statutory rape. Though acquitted, he 
was the butt of jokes ever after. 

One film bio none-too-subtly comments, “Warner 
Brothers . . . found [Flynn’s] popularity not only had | 
held but had a new spurt of interest. A new phrase was | 
added to the English language: ‘In like Flynn’ ” (Tony 
Thomas et al., The Films of Errol Flynn, 1969). Another | 
says the post-trial Flynn became a “wild man of the | 
mattress. The slogan ‘In like Flynn’ rose like smoke 
from the trial and ran laughingly around the globe” 
(Earl Conrad, Errol Flynn: A Memoir, 1978). An 
Australian playwright (Flynn was born in Australia) even 
claimed the expression “in like Errol” was current in his 
country for a time (Alexander Buzo, Rooted, 1973). 

But still. These guys were writing after the sexual revolu- | 
tion of the 1960s. In like Flynn’s schwanz? In the 1940s? 

A more plausible interpretation comes from A 
Dictionary of Catch Phrases (Eric Partridge, 1986). 
Edward J. Flynn (1892-1953) was a New York City 
political boss who became a campaign manager for the 
Democratic Party during FDR’s presidency. Boss 
Flynn’s “Democratic Party machine exercised absolute 
political control over the Bronx. . . . The candidates he 
backed were almost automatically ‘in,’ and he himself 
permanently so,” Partridge comments. 

Now we have the beginnings of a theory. “In like 
Flynn” ‘starts as rhyming slang in New York, helped 
along by the prominence of Boss Flynn. NYC draftees 
spread it among the troops nationwide with the start of 
World War II. The phrase gets a boost when the well- 
publicized travails of Errol Flynn in 1942 give it a dou- 
ble meaning. But its innocent origin allows Cecil’s mom 
to use it without being scandalized. 

Just one thing. We have no evidence that “in like 
Flynn” was used anywhere prior to November of 1942. 

So I appeal to the Teeming Millions. Okay, so you 
pretty much made hash out of “the whole nine yards.” | 
Here is a chance to redeem yourselves. I know of the 
Straight Dope’s abiding popularity among septuagenari- 
ans. If you have personal knowledge of “in like Flynn” 
having been used prior to 1942, or even better if you 
have written proof, send it in. 

Not saying this ranks with the search for the quark. 
But human knowledge is human knowledge, and we all 
gotta do our part.

there will be no emcee and no poster chil- 
dren. No one will be laying a guilt trip on 
anyone, and, as the riders tend to their ex- 
hausted bodies after 300 miles of hills, 
the money may actually seem like a sec- 
ondary issue. 

Instead, there will be a mass of people 
who are very genuinely moved. They are 
likely to say things like, “The Ride is my 
salvation,” or, “the Ride changed my life,” 
or, “the Ride . . . is a soul-awakening expe- 
rience.” The R is always uppercase; you 
can hear it in their voices. 

Every few years, an innovative charity 
event comes down the pike and sets a 
new standard for fundraising. During the

80s, for instance, Oxfam drove hundreds 
of thousands of suburban high schoolers 
to skip lunch, or eat rice out of bowls, or 
otherwise make themselves conscious of 
hunger. Midway through the "90s came the 
AIDS Ride, a physical ordeal that, accord- 
ing to participants and organizers, leaves 
many of its alumni psychically trans- 
formed. Borrowing from the '70s self-help 
movement, the Ride makes a kind of 
promise that few fundraisers have ever 
made, and — some argue — that no 
fundraiser could ever keep. 

It has also trumped every other AIDS 
fundraiser in America. In its third year, the 
Ride has grown into a fundraising phe- 
nomenon, with five different Rides hitting 
14 cities. Already the highest-grossing 
AIDS fundraiser ever, the AIDS Ride has a 
projected 1996 gross of $25 million. 

By Sunday, 11,000 people will have 
done the Ride this year alone. From riders, 
it demands, up front, an astonishing de- 
gree of commitment — each person must 
raise between $1400 and $2500 just to 
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participate. Then come months of training 
and a trek that is, by all accounts, gruel- 
ing. After expenses are paid off, the mon- 
ey will be distributed among clinics and 
services for people with AIDS. 

Much of this success can be attributed 
to the Ride’s founder, Melrose native Dan 
Pallotta, who blended business savvy with 
his own brand of spiritual leadership, and 
has suddenly found himself the leader of 
an empire. 

When Pallotta first conceived of the 
Ride, its primary payoff was an emotional 
one. 

“| think the impulse for the Ride came 
less from a place of fundraising and more 
from a place of people expressing their 
commitment to friends with AIDS,” he 
says. “| mean, | want to climb Mount 
McKinley. | want to swim the Atlantic 
Ocean. | want to do something that at 
some level is equivalent to the meaning of 
this disease in my life. 

“Somehow, a black-tie dinner is not 
an adequate expression of my desire to 
stop this,” adds Pallotta, with an edge 
of anger in his voice. “It leaves me want- 
ing big time.” 


Always drawn to the difficult, Pallotta 
first attempted the impossible in 1983, 
when he led 36 Harvard undergraduates in 
a cross-country “Ride for Life” to increase 
awareness of world hunger. The Ride for 
Life fell short of its $250,000 fundraising 
goal by about $175,000, according to a 
New York Times article that came out at 
the time. 

But all 36 riders made it, and they got 
on the Today show, and — as one partici- 
pant told the Times — “we learned how lit- 
tle people know about the problem.” 

The AIDS Ride, while grossing mil- 
lions, is informed by a similar spirit. Ac- 
cording to Pallotta, its lineage runs back 
through the Ride for Life to civil-rights 
heroes like Martin Luther King Jr., and 
Bobby and John F. Kennedy, who he 
says were the first role models he ever 
had, growing up in the '60s. 

Another hero — who doesn’t show up 
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in the promotional material, but whose 
theories surface in some aspects of the 
AIDS Ride — is Werner Erhard. 

Erhard was the founder of the human- 
potential movement, which began with 
Erhard Seminar Training, or est, and 
which continues into the present as the 
Forum and the Hunger Project. Est, an 
intense self-improvement seminar found- 
ed in 1971, became wildly popular in 
the mid '70s, attracting 50,000 new 
clients a year and bringing in tens of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

By the '80s — when Pailotta first got 
into est — Erhard was widely criticized 
for his authoritarian style, and est gradu- 
ates were filing lawsuits charging that 
the seminars had prompted heart at- 
tacks and psychotic episodes. A few 
years later Erhard would flee the coun- 
try, owing millions in back taxes and ac- 
cused ‘of molesting his daughters. 

Erhard's theories were also the basis 
for the Hunger Project, which promised 
to end hunger by the year 2000, not 
through relief work but by changing the 
way people think. When the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation reported that 
of $7 million collected, only a little over 
$200,000 had gone to relief efforts, 
Hunger Project officials responded that 
the project's chief goal was to raise con- 
sciousness about hunger. 

Critics say Erhard’s theories, when ap- 
plied to humanitarian efforts, can give 
donors a false impression that they are 
acting directly. 

“The idea is that you create your own 
reality. You can uncreate hunger,” says 
Steven Hassan, founder of the Resource 
Center for Freedom of Mind, who re- 
searched the Hunger Project for his 
book, Combatting Cult Mind Control. “If 
you visualize a world with everyone eat- 
ing, then it will go away. When they say, 
‘We are ending world hunger,’ it has no 
connection with physical reality. It's a 
wishful-thinking — 


Pallotta says he is no longer active in 
the Forum, and his company Pallotta & As- 
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sociates denies that there is any relation- 
ship between the Forum and the AIDS Ride. 
But although they “don't encourage anyone 
to do it . . . [or] pressure anyone to do it 

. . . [or] even recommend that anyone do 
it,” Pallotta & Associates regularly con- 
tributes $100 toward Forum tuition for 
those employees who elect to take the 
seminars, Pallotta says. 

One former staffer, who asked not to be 
identified, said the language of the Forum 
“is definitely passed through management. 
People approach you about it. It’s like a 
Tupperware-salesman type thing.” Another 
said, “They were definitely open about [the 
Forum]. It was a whole mindset, and it was 
basically shared by everyone who worked 
there.” 

Pallotta himself freely says that the Fo- 
rum’s techniques are useful for staff mem- 
bers. “The Forum is so much about possi- 
bility, and the AIDS Ride is so much about 
possibility,” he says. The crucial difference, 
he adds, is that in the Forum, personal 
transformation is an end in itself: “The Fo- 
rum is specifically dedicated to a specific 
technology around personal transformation, 
whereas the AIDS Ride is dedicated first to 
reaching out to people with AIDS.” 

The language of self-help has found an 
important place in some AIDS Ride pitches. 
Pallotta’s 25-page plan to end AIDS, which 
at one point cites Erhard as an inspiration, 
focuses almost exclusively on such tenu- 
ous goals as “imagin[ing] no AIDS,” and 
“acknowledg[ing] we don’t know” about the 
disease, and “communicat[ing] our vision, 
as rapidly, and widely, and as effectively as 
possible.” 

“AIDS exists for one reason and one rea- 
son only,” reads one segment of Pallotta’s 


paper: 


It exists because we haven't ended it. 
It doesn't exist because there isn't 
enough government funding, or be- 
cause we don’t know enough about 
immunology, or because HIV doesn't 
really cause AIDS, or for any other 
‘reason.’ It exists because we haven't 
taken it upon ourselves to end it.

Another section reads: 


Let's begin envisioning it being over. 
No more premature memorial ser- 
vices. Shut down the doors of all the 
AIDS service organizations. No more 
AIDS Walks. No more red ribbons. 
Turn the AIDS Ride into a fund-raiser 
for the homeless. Friends who were 
HIV positive will live into their 
eighties. . . . The end of AIDS in the 
next five years is a world that exists, if 
we are willing to uncover it. 


To several riders interviewed — who 
were otherwise enthusiastic about the 
event — the pledge to end AIDS in five 
years sounded unrealistic. 

“What was kind of interesting to me is it 
was almost as if they thought the money 
was going specifically to research — and 
it’s not,” says Peter Barros, a participant in 
last year’s Boston—New York Ride. In fact, 
money raised by the Ride mainly goes not 
to research but to clinics and outreach ser- 
vices for people with AIDS. 

“Some of my friends felt they were being 
misled, because there was no real practical 
plan coming out of it,” says Michael Marsi- 
CO, a gay activist who took part in the 
Philadelphia—-DC Ride. “They would say 
stuff like, ‘The AIDS Ride will end the AIDS 
crisis.’ | just thought, ‘Save it,’ but a lot of 
people were offended by it. There are some 
people who felt [Pallotta] was trying to 
come off as a messianic figure.” 

£ 

In the end, of course, the AIDS Ride may 
not cure AIDS, but it does supply money for 
sick people, and in many communities it 
supplies a lot of it. Unlike Philadelphia (see 
“Taken by the Ride,” this page), Boston 
has welcomed the Ride with open arms. 
The Fenway Community Health Center, 
Boston's only beneficiary for the second 
year in a row, expects to take in 50,000 
donations amounting to $3 million this 
year, and, according to Ken Hurd, the cen- 
ter’s director of development, “We're very 
satisfied with what it’s allowed us to do.”

Taken by the Ride 


Among those taking a closer look at the AIDS Ride this summer is the Philadelphia Attor- 
ney General's office, which began reviewing the Philadelphia-DC Ride's finances in July. 

It's been a long, ugly summer for the Philadelphia AIDS Ride, which netted far less 
than expected in its inaugural effort this June. 

According to final receipts released by the AIDS Ride last week, the Philadelphia ride 
raised $1.4 million and netted $320,000, which will be split equally among its four local 
beneficiaries. That means a full 79 percent of the funds raised by Philadelphia riders went 
to overhead — far more than the standard 40 percent that the AIDS Ride promises. 

But even 40 percent going to overhead pushes the limits of acceptable fundraising 
costs; generally, it shouldn't cost more than 30 cents to raise a dollar, according to Dan 
Langan of the National Charities Information Bureau. 

in Philadelphia's case, administrative expenses alone ate up 62 percent of the gross 
revenues. One local beneficiary, the Greater Philadelphia Urban Affairs Coalition, disap- 
pointed at the $82,500 it netted this year, has withdrawn Its support. A year before 
the event, each beneficiary is required to pledge $81,250 in seed money in order to 
participate. 

You can “look at it as a fundraiser for people with AIDS, or as something to give bike 
riders an enjoyable experience, or as something to raise money for a promoter,” says James 
Roberts, executive director of the Minority AIDS Project in Philadeiphia, which is part of 
the Urban Affairs Coalition. “It's hard to do all these things at once.” 

The event has become a hot-button issue in the Philadelphia AIDS-service community, 
where “there are people walking around blind with rage at the Ride, and people blindly de- 
fending the Ride,” says Michael Marsico, a local AIDS activist who participated in the Ride. 
“It's certainly tempered the enthusiasm | feel on the street,” says Marsico. 

AIDS Ride officials admit that Philadelphia was disappointing, and have rushed to 
guarantee Boston—New York riders that their overhead bill will come to no more than 39 
percent of gross revenues, as It did last year. They point out that the DC end of the 
Philadelphia—DC AIDS Ride netted $1.6 million with a similar-size recruiting operation, and 
they attribute Philadeiphia's weak showing to infighting within the city’s AlDS-service 
community. 

“The story there is not so much the AIDS Ride as Philadelphia and the AIDS communi- 
ty in Philadelphia,” Dan Pallotta says. “in that city there's a lot of divisiveness. . . . There's 
not anything else coming down the pike. If you can't make the AIDS Ride successful in 
Philadelphia, you need something like the AIDS Ride. What else are you going to do?” 

But Pallotta's arguments have falien fiat for many in Philadelphia, and ACT 
UP /Philadeiphia — charging that the AIDS Ride caters more to riders than to people with 
AIDS — Is considering openly protesting the Ride. When the figures were announced in 
Philadelphia's gay press, the riders, who raised $1400 apiece to participate, were left feel- 
ing duped, points out Katie Krauss, an ACT UP member who did not ride. 

“It was really demoralizing for people to realize they could have stayed home and writ- 
ten a check for $400 and done more for people with AIDS,” says Krauss. “The bottom line 
has to be, what Is It doing for people with AIDS?”

Many of these donations are “new 
money” from people with no history of 
donation to AIDS services, Hurd says. 

Not counting the Boston—New York 
proceeds, which are projected at $6 
million, the AIDS Ride has already col- 
lected $19.6 million this year. It's also 
generated a real buzz in every city it’s 
touched. The Ride’s deep appeal lies 
in its challenge, in the impression that 
it is — in the words of one AIDS Ride 
official — “an eloquent response to 
the disease,” a big response to some- 
thing big. 

“There's definitely pressure” on oth- 
er fundraising organizations to match 
the AIDS Ride's excitement, says Car- 
los Inostroza, who works for AIDS Ac- 
tion and rode in last year’s 
Boston—New York AIDS Ride. “It’s cre- 
ating a new and exciting way of raising 
money. The old charities that have 
been around for a long time, it makes 
them look boring and tired and old. 
Which in a way is good.” 

It’s true: reinvigorating the fundrais- 
ing community can only benefit people 
with AIDS. Increase participants’ per- 
sonal stakes, demand sacrifice, give 


them a little bit of spiritual payoff, and 
you Can prompt an extraordinary re- 
sponse. 

When you ask Pallotta what has loft- 
ed the AIDS Ride to the position it sud- 
denly occupies, he says it’s people's 
desire to unleash their own hidden po- 
tential. The event’s publicity materials 
come close to guaranteeing a trans- 
forming moment; it’s there in small, of- 
ficial-looking type on the AIDS Ride 
handbook — THE AIDS RIDE WILL BE ONE OF 
THE MOST INCREDIBLE EXPERIENCES OF YOUR 
LiFe — and in the pamphlet — THE aips 
RIDE IS . . . A POTENTIALLY LIFE-CHANGING EX- 
PERIENCE. 

“People are drawn to it because... 
they look at the AIDS Ride and they 
say, ‘This is the way my life could mat- 
ter,’ ” Pallotta says. “All of us live our 
lives at some compromised level of 
what we are truly capable of. The AIDS 
Ride offers a stage on which you can 
dance out your full potential.” 

And, according to participants, he is 
right. In the emotional high of the clos- 
ing ceremonies, and often long after, 
many riders say they feel a lasting 
sense of mission. 

“| have definitely carried this with 
me,” says Barros, who rode in last 
year’s Boston—New York AIDS Ride. “| 
question my job, my career. It’s one 
thing to go to church on Sunday, or to 
go to a fundraiser . . . The AIDS Ride is 
something | still think about two or 
three times a week.” 

Paliotta is the first to say that per- 
sonal transformation on its own is not 
enough, that “the next step needs to 
be dedicating ourselves to ending the 
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AIDS epidemic, because that’s the big 
bike ride.” But when it gets down to 
specifics, his five-year plan to end 
AIDS doesn't offer much in the way of 
practical solutions: 


We need to be roaming around the 
halls of Harvard Medical School, 
the Pasteur Institute, the CDC, 
Burroughs Wellcome, Congress, 
libraries, research labs, every- 
where and anywhere it will make a 
difference. We need to be a pres- 
ence. An overwhelming presence. 


He recommends “organized support 
meetings, similar to 12-step meetings, 
that keep the health of the context of 
the volunteers alive.” 

Dan Pallotta is an instinctive, natural 
organizer of people, and has given a 
lot of attention to what people really 
want. People want, for instance, to 
scare themselves out of their everyday 
lives, to feel that they have made a dif- 
ference, to express their anger toward 
the disease. And underlying all these 
things is a longing for community, a 
desire to belong to something larger 
than oneself. Pallotta’s Ride has set a 
new standard for AIDS activism by re- 
sponding to all these needs — but he 
should not mistake them for the prob- 
lem or the solution. The good work of 
the AIDS Ride is visible at ground lev- 
el, with the millions going to the care 
of sick people. That is the measure of 
the AIDS Ride’s success. QO

the field, are doing a kind of dance, a 

cross between a workout routine and 
a hazing — trot-trot-flop, trot-trot-flop. 
Everyone else has gone in for lunch, ex- 
cept for these men and Patriots’ coach 
Bill Parcells, who stands with his arms 
folded. He watches the four of them,

stripped of their football regalia, as they 
run in place and drop, over and over, 
their bellies walloping the ground. But 
the third one from the left can’t get the 
timing right — trot-flop-trot.

How interesting can a football training 
camp be? This question had kept us up 
all night. First, the Patriots are not ex- 
actly the darlings of local sports fans. It 
seems the higher the hopes that the Pa- 
triots will do well, the lousier they play. 
Hopes this year are running very high, 
and, fittingly, last Sunday, in their first 
game of the season, they were ham- 
mered 24—10 by the mediocre Dolphins. 

And we're not fans of the game. For 
us, a sack is something you put potatoes 
in; a recovery is something you do at Bet- 
ty Ford’s; and a tight end. . . well. But 
we were going anyway. At 3 a.m. the 
night before, we were sitting on the 
porch drinking beer and worrying. Tear- 
ing pages from the Patriots’ media guide, 
we bickered over who would interview 
which players. We both wanted number 
93, Monty Brown — the guy who, the 
guide said, collected Batman memorabil- 
ia. We even had a question for him: if 
Batman were a football player, which po- 
sition would he play? 

Only later did it occur to us what the 
interview dynamic would be; we'd be sit- 
ting there, pencils clenched, listening to

some guy from the Globe ask about the 
advantages of having a quarterback 
who’s also a placekicker.

The Patriots’ summer training camp 
has been held for the past 21 years on the 
grounds of Bryant College in Smithfield, 
Rhode Island. Not much more than a few 
scattered buildings set into a rustic land- 
scape, Bryant’s campus is custom-built 
for contemplation. From mid July to mid 
August, the players live here, sleeping in 
single-bedroom dormitories, isolated 
from their families. They must be in bed 
by 11 p.m. and up by six in the morning; 
they’re here to learn the plays, impress 
the coaches, and maybe make the team. 
The unlucky ones get to go home early. 

On the campus’s two adjacent football 
fields are masses of players, milling about 
or working out: lean receivers running 
long patterns, huge linemen clattering 
and grunting, butting heads and shoul- 
ders. And there are coaches ev- 
erywhere, barking orders, coo- 
ing encouragement. Lining the 
fields are perhaps 200 specta- 
tors — groups of men; men 
with sons and families. They 
are fans, of course, some with 
lists like racing forms, making 
forecasts, jotting notes, taking 
numbers. What’s odd is how 
quiet they are, how reverent 
the whole scene is: no one 
shouts, no one’s drinking beer 
— the fans who line the field 
are watching closely, and they 
applaud politely when one of 
the players makes a daring, 
twisting catch. They sigh to- 
gether when the ball is 
dropped. “Cheese dogs and 
cheese fries,” someone says, and the 
words linger in the air. 

* 

“You gotta look. You gotta look. The 
wind’s changing — pushing it, turning it. 
You gotta look,” yells one coach. And an- 
other: “Get your ass downfield!” And so 
they do: 30 asses clad in shiny spandex 
surge across the field. Drew Bledsoe, the 
Patriots’ $6 million-a-year quarterback, 
tosses inch-perfect passes; the men with

80s on their backs run deep or short, 
pluck the missiles from the air. Number 
88 can’t hold on, and the coach says sim- 
ply, “Catch the ball.” But it’s not so sim- 
ple: 80 players arrived on Friday, only 53 
will make it to the end. One too many 
drops and you’re on your way home. 

The practices run for two hours each 
morning and two more in the afternoon; 
the rest of the players’ day is taken up 
with eating, talking with the press, and 
more eating. And then, of course, there 
are home movies to be watched. Men in 
red shirts stand atop hydraulic scaffold- 
ing, sweeping the scene with reel-to-reel 
cameras. Skipping from a close-up of a 
troubled-looking ankle to a pair of out- 
stretched hands about to bungle the ball, 
the films capture what the coaches may 
miss, and show it again and again. “I have 
to look at all the film, 150 plays a day, to 
make sure | see everything,” moans Bill 
Parcells, who is starting to look more and 
more like a semi-deflated beach ball. The 








coach used to be a fat man, but he’s lost a 
lot of weight over the summer, and 
doesn’t quite fill out his own clothes. 

On the field, Parcells grabs hold of a 
hulking linebacker and gets him in a 
headlock. But there seems to be less en- 
thusiasm behind the nuggies these days. 
Standing out there, Parcells looks on like 
a parent witnessing his child’s first day in

court. The Pats, suffice it to say, did not 
enjoy great success last season. No one 
wants to talk about it; everybody says they 
want to look ahead, but every gesture says 
something different. The team went 6—10 
last year, after having shown great 
promise the previous season. “We let ev- 
eryone down, including ourselves. But | 
don’t want to get into last year,” says 
linebacker Willie McGinest. Last year, 
though, seems to weigh on his every word 
— his sentences slump to their conclu- 
sion. Star offensive tackle Bruce Arm- 
strong says he doesn’t want to get into it, 
either: “Good things didn’t materialize, 
but you can’t keep reliving it.” 

The morning’s practice session is wind- 
ing down. Offense lines up against de- 
fense. “Lucy, Lucy,” someone calls out. A 
coach on the sidelines makes mysterious 
hand signals to the players — his fingers 
go to his lips, as if he’s smoking a 
cigarette and the defense responds by 
shifting across the field. The linemen 
creak back on their heels 
as Drew calls out, “Blue 
23,” and then they're lung- 
ing into one another, 
clashing like medieval war- 
riors. They rush, hitting 
hard, until the ball is hand- 
ed off, and then things 
slow down, and it’s a mo- 
ment out of time: the run- 
ner hugs the ball and slow- 
dances through a hole 
that’s opened up between 
two 300-pounders. This is 
like television, an instant 
replay in its own instant. 

There’s one last drill be- 
fore lunch. After two 
hours of near solemnity, 
the men seem almost over- 
come by aggression. They gather at the 
end of the field — in what they call the 
“red zone” — and fight for make-believe 
touchdowns. They form a sudden heap, 
making sounds like fighting dogs, waving 
arms and whooping. They pull their hel- 
mets off and jaw at one another with 
feigned determination. A coach comes 
rushing over, arms raised high above his 
head: touchdown. Backs are slapped and 
butts patted; it’s time for lunch. Except 
for the fat four, that is. Trot-trot-flop. 

At 11:30 a.m. the media gather for the 
head coach’s press conference. Finally, 
without fanfare, Bill Parcells walks in and 
sits behind a table high enough that his 
crotch confronts us at eye level. Reporters 
file past him, placing their mini tape 
recorders on the table. “Roberts returned 
to practice today. That's it. Nothing to re- 
port,” Parcells offers, scratching his 
shoulder and not looking up. The re- 
porters greet his declaration with indiffer- 
ence. Though he looks annoyed, Parcells 
has a face that is softly lined; he is some- 
how fatherly — skeptical but capable of 
kindness. He’s asked some questions 
about a certain ailing player, and his re-

sponse sounds like a proposal for health- 
care reform, all MRIs and EKGs. When 
asked about the identity of the flabbies who 
were late for lunch, Parcells says, “They're 
just some guys.” He doesn’t know their 
names. 

Parcells has a famously strained rela- 
tionship with the media: today he snaps at 
one young reporter, but otherwise he 
seems more bored than hostile. “We had a 
good practice today. | liked that... . I’m 
impressed with this kid from Texas,” he 
sighs. This is followed by a long silence. 
And then: “It’s too cold today. That’s not 
good.” Coach draws out his vowels — 
“strong” is “strawng” in a Jersey kind of 
way — and his talk is disconcertingly 
straightforward. When asked about foot- 
ball strategy, Coach offers the marvelously 
tautological: “If you can’t get it in the end 
zone, you’re no good.” When asked about 
his greatest challenge in the early days of 
summer camp, he admits that he has a 
hard time identifying who’s on the team: 
“Right now I have a problem with num- 
bers. Not numbers of players, but the 
numbers on the players.” 

Some of the silences between questions 
are excruciating; there is one last minute- 
long stretch when no one speaks, and 
Coach sits up there, still scratching, looking 
for all the world as if whether he speaks or 
not, sits or not, waits or not, none of this 
matters. Finally, when it seems the re- 
porters have lost interest entirely, a staff 
member leads Parcells to the door. “Are we 
gonna do this tomorrow?” he asks the PR 
man, who nods. Coach grins and asks no 
one in particular, “Is anybody gonna be 
here? Or am I gonna be talkin’ to myself?” 
before leaving as quietly as he came in. 

Lurking outside the players’ dining hall, 
we and the other sportswriters wait for im- 
promptu interviews, trying to catch the 
players after lunch but before their early- 
afternoon break. There’s nothing else to 
do, so we try to peer through the blinds of 
the dining hall to see what’s going on in- 
side. A black man the size of a small house 
and the shape of a sweet potato is trying to 
eat in peace. But we can’t help ourselves; 
we watch him shoveling forkful after fork- 
ful of pasta into his mouth 
with mechanical regularity. 
He’s not reading, he’s not 
talking to the others at his 
table — this is part of his 
job. Every now and again 
he’ll pause to stick a slice of 
pizza in his face and take a 
gulp of soda. There is some- 
thing poignant about the way 
he soldiers through his meal, 
although when he spits a big 
gob of something onto his 
plate our sympathy wanes 
somewhat. 

“Who do you want to talk 
to?” asks Barbara, the media 
liaison. We riffle through our 
bags, scattering pages torn 
from the Patriots’ guide- 
book. The lineman who 
wants to be a real-estate 
salesman? Monty, who, the 
book says, “enjoys watching 
professional wrestling”? 
Sean Holcomb, the amateur 
poet/bull-rider? “Actually, 
maybe we'll just watch,” we 
say. And so we do. We don’t 
ask questions, but linger, 
grinning, on the periphery of 
things, like overdressed hye- 
nas, sound-bite scavengers. 

Dave Meggett’s the first 
one out the door, and he 













He’s surprisingly small, 

though his neck seems to start at his 
shoulder blades and end somewhere 
around his temples. Wearing the training- 
camp footwear of choice, sandals over an- 
kle bandages, the running back acts casual 
but seems distracted. “My favorite part of 
the game,” says Meggett, “is getting the 
ball in my hands.

All the players speak in platitudes, but his 
clichés seem clichéd. 

Bruce Armstrong is a giant sitting in a 
golf cart. He’s wearing a sling around his 
shoulder, a plain black cap on his head, 
and a diamond-encrusted ornament that 
looks like a mafia pinkie ring hanging from 
his ear. “It’s a new season,” he says, and 
looks around, smiling broadly. Armstrong

is one of the Patriots’ best players, and he 
seems to wear his greatness easily: he’s pa- 
tient with the media, and we wonder if he’s 
looking at us and our suits from behind his 
dark glasses. At 31, he’s a veteran, and, he 
admits, one of his jobs at training camp is 
“to lead by example, to try to help these 
young guys understand what’s expected of 
them.” Someone suggests that his age and 
injuries may be catching up with him. 
“What about that Super Bowl ring?” a re- 
porter asks. Despite his relative success, 
Armstrong has never won a Super Bowl. 

Armstrong could be offended by this 
intimation of approaching decrepitude, 
particularly in his present circumstances, 
occupying an industrial-size wheelchair, 
but he doesn’t seem to be. He sits there, 
larger than life, his ostentatious earring 
shimmering. “The Super Bowl ring is 
one of the most noticeable pieces of jew- 
elry you'll ever see,” he says, grinning. 
But there’s no indication he’ll be wearing 
one any time soon. “Questions about 
how much time you have,” he says, no 
longer smiling, “You don’t think about 
that. You don’t look at how much time 
you have left. Young kids — the first 
year might be his only year in the league. 
Your career could be over after one 
play.” Given these uncertainties, chasing 
after Super Bowls, says Armstrong, is 
“chasing the dragon.”

The pasta- and pizza-eater half limps 
up the hill to the dorms, studying the 
cement. And as we watch him, it strikes 
us: everybody here has something wrong 
with him. 

Football is a life’s work crammed into 
the space of at most a few years, an accel- 
erated cycle of initiation, accomplishment, 
and decline. Despite their brawn, the play- 
ers at the summer training 
camp looked crumpled, older 
than their years. Their goals 
are often unreachable, which is 
true for all of us. But profes- 
sional football is hit-or-miss on 
a grander scale and in a more 
immediate way: the Super 
Bowl ring, the ball landing 
safely in the hands. 

When the players were play- 
ing their game of touchdown 
make-believe, we wondered if 
their emotions were authentic. 
The points weren’t really 
scored, but the stakes seemed 
high — the players were be- 
having just as they would in a 
real game, with real points. 
Perhaps there's no difference: 
training camp or high-school 
field, sandlot or Super Bowl. 

The seriousness of purpose 
there on the playing field (and 
in the stands, too) wasn’t just 
determination, it was some- 
thing close to desperation. 
Each pass thrown, each ball 
dropped, an index finger a 
fraction of an inch out of place 
can mean the difference be- 
tween success and failure. A 
slight twist of the knee can put 
an abrupt end to the most daz- 
zling career. Every act carries 
its own implication, but actions 
























































































cance, making each moment seem larger. 
The experience becomes the end. 

There is another training session at 
2:30, but we’re not staying. As we make 
our way across the parking lot, past a line 
of fans outside the makeshift souvenir 
stand, we see the players heading back to- 
ward the practice field.

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R. Wesley’s 


Bistro 


In Charlestown,

t feels like the bistro at the end of 
the world. 

The restaurant is R. Wesley's, and 
the end of the world is Sullivan 
Square, a intersection—cum—traffic 

circle-cum—undergirding for Route 93 
whose sense of place has long since disap- 
peared amid a snarl of bus-access roads and 
parking lots and freeway pilings. The 
restaurant has a cozy corner space, with 
warm mustard-colored walls inside and 
green wicker chairs and white tablecloths 
spread with white butcher paper. 

Only a mile and a half from the culi- 
nary mecca of Olives, R. Wesley's has ab- 
sorbed some of the Olives lessons but, 
not all. In the hands of a master, this sort 
of New American food can seem fresh 
and inventive while constantly reminding 
you of the fundamentals of sound cook- 
ing. Wesley's has moments of sparkle, of 
reward, of adept grillwork, but, as at so 
many nouveau bistros, originality be- 
comes a kind of shtick in itself — more 
reliant on a battery of specialty ingredi- 
ents (balsamic vinegar, shiitake mush- 
rooms) than on felicitous flavor combina- 
tions and careful cookery. If you look 
around the room at what the other diners 
are eating, you'll have a pretty good idea 
of what your dinner will look like: huge, 
slightly oversauced, served on a wide 
plate ringed with green onion rings and 
chopped tomato. 

Almost a year and a half old, Wesley's 
has garnered some good 
word-of-mouth buzz, at 
lcast among the gencrous of 
appetite. The prices are 
pretty high, but so’s the 
curb weight of the portions 
— indeed, size may be the 
most salient feature of the 
dishes here. One entree of 
bow-tie pasta, clocking in 
just shy of $17, not only 
provided dinner for the 
young woman who ordered 
it, but also made decent- 
size meal, reheated, for two 
people the next night. 

Then there was the salad 
of field greens ($5.95). 
When it arrived, we thought 
we'd been led astray by a 
typo: this was a field of 
greens. The dressing was 
“maple balsamic”; a cruel 
critic would say that the sal- 
ad smelled like an Italian 
food store and tasted like a pancake break- 
fast. | am not a cruel critic, but | would go 
so far as to identify the dressing as a bit 
heavy for such already flavorful greens. 

A rival heavyweight starter was the 
fried calamari ($6.95). As with the salad, 
the waiter graciously brought the huge 
plate to our table and began apportioning 
the food out between two of us with that 
grand back-to-back-spoons technique, 
something I'd begun to fear was a lost art 
in the age of tapas. “This is without a 
doubt the best calamari you will ever 
have,” he said. “It’s the pepper in the 
batter.” It was certainly the most calamari 
we'd ever had, a whole bay's worth of lit- 
tle squidlings chopped up, fried to a 
golden brown, and piled onto a platter of 
greens that would have made a re- 
spectable two-person salad on its own. 
(Very respectable: without all the dress- 
ing, it was noticeably perkier than the 
salad we'd ordered.) A scribble of red 
(cocktail) and white (tartar) sauces 
topped off the production. 

A plate of mussels in brandy-cream

sauce ($8.95) didn’t pack quite such a 
biosphere-depleting quantity of mollusca, 
but it must have put a serious dentin 
somebody's bar. The alcohol in the 
brandy was still noticeable, providing a 
heady ethyl accompaniment to a plate of 
enormous (and by this time, certainly 
dead-drunk) bivalves. They were so big 
as to almost distract us from the romaine 
salad ($5.95), an overdressed judgment 
error in which crouton crumbs (or some- 
thing), oil, and vinegar formed a sort of 
yellowy paste on the lettuce. 

Wesley's kitchen-sink approach to in- 
gredients provided a theme for the 
evening, as green onions, chopped toma- 
toes, and shiitake mushrooms showed up 
on plate after plate. Perhaps what we're 
seeing here is the traditional bistro veg- 
ctables-of-the-evening removed from 
their supporting-actor roles and abstract- 
ed into garnish. 

The aforementioned bowtie-pasta dish 
($16.95), which included smoked 
salmon, peas, shiitake mushrooms, and 
tomatoes, came in a quite serviceable 
vodka cream sauce, and if the whole 
wasn't exactly a modcl of synergy — in 
other words, not quite more than the sum 
of its parts — it was undeniably com- 
posed of good parts. Same for the pork- 
and-leck dumplings ($13.95), which were 
a truly curious creation: pork and 
chopped leek filling inside fat half-moon 
dumplings, crimped and closed in the 
manner of potstickers, then pan-fried 
(I’m guessing). Very Chinese, right? 
Wrong — they were served in a very non- 
Chinese cream sauce, like 
ravioli, and accompanied 
by shiitake mushrooms 
and a diced pork sausage. 

That was pretty and nov- 
el, but Wesley's (the name 
is that of R. Wesley Smith, 
the co-chef and co-owner 
with his sister Angela) 
saves its truly grand ges- , 
tures for red-meat entrees. 
The two we tried leapt out 
at us, the first almost physi- 
cally. The prime rib 
($17.95) was a tank-sized 
cut, hulking on a mountain 
of potato wedges and 
greens, with a giant rib 
protruding from one side 
and a wood-handled steak 
knife thrust into the top. 
Various flavors surfaced in 
the sauce: gorgonzola, bal- 
samic vinegar, caramelized 
onion. 

Probably the most thoroughly well-exe- 
cuted piece of kitchen work was both the 
simplest and the most exotic: ostrich 
($19.95). Ostrich turns out to be a sort of 
red meat, here served as a filet-like steak, 
grilled and topped with a red-wine reduc- 
tion sauce. The meat is leaner than beef, 
with a rich taste that hints mildly of game. 
The sauce was deep and surprisingly 
complex — a lovely accompaniment to 
both the meat, stuffed with asparagus and 
a large prawn, and the garlic mashed 
potatoes that came on the side. 

Desserts were your basic modern 
cousins of cake and pie: a sour-cream 
coffee cake with a plate full of warm 
thawed strawberries and blueberries, as 
well as a chocolatey baci cake, with 
hazelnut mousse and splashed with 
chocolate syrup. The wine list offered 
some pleasant and inexpensive whites 
(which at $2.75 a glass were the bargain 
of the evening), as well as a memorable, 
if slightly pricier, Rioja ($5.25) — flavor- 
ful, sprawling, and big. Hmm, do | detect 
a theme?

When Abe Rybeck, the founder and artistic director of Theatre 
Offensive, says that this year’s “OUT on the Edge” festival of lesbian 
and gay theater is going to be “more straightforward” then it was the 
first year, he’s talking about the festival’s schedule, not its roster. Five 
years ago the first annual “OUT on the Edge” crammed nine shows 
into three venues. This year the festival will stick to one stage, where 
six Boston premieres (one of which is a world premiere) are scheduled 
over a three-week period beginning next Thursday. But the works pre- 
sented — including Tim Miller’s Fruit Cocktail, Muriel Miguel’s Hot 
& Soft, and Holly Hughes’s On All Fours — will almost certainly be 
just as challenging as the ones that Rybeck brought together in 1991. 

“The first year we took in shows that were at various stages of devel- 
opment,” he admits. “But now we’re established enough to bring in all 
finished shows. This year is also remarkable because there are performers from every corner of the 
country, and from right smack dab in the middle, too. We have people from Boston and New York, 
California, Texas, and Michigan.” 

Miller, whose one-man Fruit Cocktail kicks things off on Thursday at 8, and who will be perform- 
ing at the opening-night gala that follows, is coming all the way from Los Angeles for the festival. 
Fruit Cocktail, says Rybeck, “uses the image of the orange tree in the backyard of the house that 
Miller grew up in as the basis for a touching and provocative tale of his sexual coming of age.” Miller 
will be performing it on the East Coast for the first time. 

New York performance artist Holly Hughes, whose Clit Notes was a big hit at 1993’s “OUT on the 
Edge,” returns to close out this year’s festival with her new On All Fours on September 27 and 28. Also 
from NYC, the Five Lesbian Brothers will present the world premiere of their Brides of the Moon, a sci- 
fi comedy about a kinky, all-women space mission, on September 26, 27, and 28. The festival is round- 
ed out by veteran lesbian performance artist Miguel presenting her monologue (September 13, 14, and 
15); Austin-based rising star Daniel Jones in the jazzy Blood: Shock: Boogie (September 20 and 21); 
and sonja parks performing the sharon bridgforth dyke tale no mo’ blues (September 27, 28, and 29). 

“This festival is an expression of a culture that’s out there,” explains Rybeck, “and for a lot of peo- 
ple it really is home base. But it would be naive of me to think the festival would appeal to everyone 
who’s gay or lesbian. And I know that there are a lot of straight people who are going to find these 
performances really meaningful.”

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‘Kabuki 
Revealed’ 


For all its formality and exotic grandeur, 
kabuki theater is really about deception and 
trickery. And to prove that point to Western 
eyes and ears, the Boston Conservatory is 
presenting “Kabuki Revealed,” an illustrated 
performance by the Kabuki Academy that 
comes to the Boston Conservatory Theatre 
next Saturday. 

Forget concerns about stodginess or lan- 
guage barriers — this is kabuki exposed, for 
all to see. A kind of kabuki in the flesh, so to 
speak, the Kabuki Academy Performance 
Troupe, a company of 12 actor/dancers and 
musicians from Tokyo, have prepared a rare 
glimpse inside the 400-year-old art form, 
deconstructing the theater’s stylistic formali- 
ties to reveal the secret techniques beneath. 

The program, narrated by producer 
William Thrasher, a Boston-based curator of 
Japanese crafts and performing arts, is elabo- 
rately costumed and features some of the 
most popular dances and musical selections 
in the kabuki repertoire. The presentation 
includes illustrations of the acrobatics, on- 
stage costume changes, and other stage tech- 
niques for which kabuki is famous, as well as 
a demonstration of how an actor applies his 
make-up, wig, and costume. The music of 
kabuki theater will be performed by an 
ensemble using samisen (a three-string gui- 
tar-like instrument), flute, and large and 
small hand- and stick-played drums. 

An illustrated program of this nature “is a 
very unusual thing for the Japanese to do,” 
explains Thrasher. Thus it was with great 
care, he says, that artistic director Mary 
Mariko Ohno selected the 12 actors and 
musicians; she was looking for artists who 
could adapt to an intimate 400-seat space an 
art form that usually demands the elbow 
room of grand opera, and for performers who 
could translate their art for educational pur- 
poses. 

The program she prepared highlights two 
famous dances from the highly disciplined 
and demanding kabuki tradition. Sagi 
Musume (“The Heron Maiden”) features an 
onnagata (a male actor in a female role) 
undergoing character transformations sym- 
bolized by deft on-stage costume changes. As 
the ill-fated maiden slowly dies of heartbreak, 
her true nature as a heron is revealed — a 
trick that is accomplished visually when two 
off-stage assistants pull at an elaborate net- 
work of strings tied to the costume. In 
Shakkyo, an actor/dancer adorned with an 
enormous lion’s wig tosses the mane to dra- 
matic musical accompaniment. 

Because of the high costs associated with 
taking elaborate productions on the road, 
true kabuki performances are rarely seen in 
this country. Thrasher is aiming to fill that 
cultural gap with “Kabuki Revealed” and to 
demonstrate the genre's accessibility to a 
diverse audience. “Four hundred years ago,” 
he points out, “when most of the arts of Japan 
were those of the aristocratic classes, kabuki 
was the entertainment of the common people 
and the merchant class.” 

“Kabuki Revealed” begins at 7 p.m. on 
September 14 at the Boston Conservatory 
Theatre, 31 Hemenway Street, Boston. Tickets 
are $20, $10 for students and seniors. A free, 
one-hour performance for young audiences 
will be presented earlier that day, at 11 a.m.., 
at the Theatre. Call 536-3063.

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Truth to tell 


Gena Rowlands is a genuine 
American Independent Spirit

ena Rowlands delivers a 
speech in John Cas- 
savetes’s Minnie and 
Moskowitz (1971) that 
perfectly captures her 
— and Cassavetes’s alternative ap- 
proach to cinema. Her character, Min- 
nie, has just seen Casablanca with a 
friend, and now she’s deconstructing the 
Hollywood agenda over her umpteenth 
glass of red wine. “You know, | think 
that movies are a conspiracy,” she says. 
“Because they set you up, from the time 
you're a little kid, to believe in every- 
thing. They set you up to believe in ideals 
and strength and good guys and romance 
— and, of course, love. So you get a job 
and you learn how to be feminine — 
quote, ‘feminine’ — and you learn how 
to cook. But there’s no Charles Boyer in 
my life. | never even met a Charles Boy- 
er. I never met Clark Gable, I never met 
Humphrey Bogart . . . They don’t exist, 
that’s the truth.” 

The truth, indeed. When this year’s 
Boston Film Festival bestows upon Row- 
lands its American Independent Spirit 
Award, it’ll be the BFF’s acknowledg- 
ment of an entire career of telling it like 
it is. Not as we would hope or dream it 
to be, but as it is. In the last few years, 
Rowlands has been justly feted by the 
American Cinémathéque and the Sun- 
dance festival, but it’s particularly fitting 
that she’s being saluted in this town, 
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life within the “dull” moments omitted 
from conventional melodramas. Perhaps 
the summit of their collaboration is A 
Woman Under the Influence (1974), in 
which Rowlands bravely unveils every 
possible shade of spontaneous self-ex- 
pression. By no means “crazy,” her 
Woman character personifies Cas- 
savetes’s unusually sane art. 

Rowlands once said that working with 
Cassavetes was “to be loved by a direc- 
tor . .. who encourages you to push into 
areas you fear to risk with other direc- 
tors.” Particularly in Cassavetes’s films, 
Rowlands dares to reveal the imperfect 
process of thinking and feeling — a by- 
product of the films’ improvisatory de- 
sign, but also a brilliant strategy for por- 
traying characters whose gift is for living 
in the moment. In fact, this sort of com- 
plexity has been central throughout her 
career. Rowlands has consistently 
sought to humanize those character 


traits — devotion, vulnerability, love 
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TOUGH AND DIGNIFIED: on screen she appears smart but not

which has long been a hub of Cassavetes 
appreciation. (Ray Carney, the foremost 
scholarly authority on Cassavetes’s work, 
teaches at Boston University.) Rowlands 
and Cassavetes, her late husband, 
worked together on six of what they 
called “truth-telling movies,” which 
tapped the languorous rhythms of real 


bordering on madness — that too often 
appear as stereotypes. In the 1978 TV- 
movie A Question of Love — a woman- 
friendly precursor to Kramer vs. Kramer, 
in which she plays a lesbian battling her 
ex-husband for custody of their son — 
she locates honesty even in the face of 
dialogue like “Why do they call it gay?” 
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Much to her credit, Rowlands isn’t one 
for irony, She never acts above the film 
she’s in. 

Occasionally, this fearless emotional 
investment hasn’t been repaid by the 
filmmaker. But by choosing to be selec- 
tive of scripts and directors, Rowlands 
has managed to establish a consistent 
sensibility across most of her films, and 
to play strong female characters far more 
often than is the norm. She has an un- 
forgettable scene in Lasse Hallstrém’s 
Once Around (1991) when, playing a 
gentle matriarch who’s pushed to the 
limit by the antics of an untrustworthy 
future son-in-law (Richard Dreyfuss), 
she finally puts her foot down: “So help 
me I will kill you before I let you sing 
this song and upset my husband and his 
family!” Her character’s insistence on 
this point seems at once believable and 
hilarious, fearsome and charming. Amer- 
ican Film named Rowlands one of “Ten 
Tough Broads” in 1983, perhaps re- 
sponding to the startling moment in Cas- 
savetes’s Gloria (1980) when her ex- 
gun-moll character, again pushed to the 
breaking point, unloads a pistol-ful of 
bullets on some Mafia gangsters to pro- 
tect a six-year-old orphan — whom she 
doesn’t much like. 

There’s an palpable dignity to Row- 
lands’s characters, and to her character 
in the singular. On screen, she appears 
smart but not pretentious, principled but 
not self-righteous, regal but not inacces- 
sible, emotional but not cloyingly so, and 
beautiful precisely for the realism of her 
beauty. The other striking thing about 
the women she plays is how fiercely com- 
mitted they are to being compassionate 
people with moral integrity, no matter 
what the cost. In this way, she’s never 
broken faith with her audience; even her 
darkest roles avoid defeatism. Her char- 
acters strive toward security and happi- 
ness, being capable and worthy of it, but 
not quite there yet. 

Rowlands’s agenda to inspire is as de- 
liberate as that of any auteur. “One of 
the big dangers,” she told Interview in 
1992, “is that we tend to make pictures 
that don’t encourage feeling and com- 
passion for one another — the technical 
things are so dazzling — but film is so 
well suited to letting you live the life of 
someone else for a couple of hours and 
to actually feel what they feel. And the 
next time you see a person like that per- 
son on the street or in a restaurant, you 
have a softer, better feeling toward 
them.” Q

The asshole is Gotthelf’s 
domineering, Holocaust-survivor father, Pe- 
ter (Armin Mueller-Stahl), who batters his 
son into perfecting art and then accuses him 
of betrayal when he succeeds. Geoffrey Rush 
turns in a tour de force as David, whose 
chainsmoking mania ranges between pathos 
and ecstasy, genius and insanity. Lynn Red- 
grave adds light as the vivacious astrologer 
who meets David as he bounces on a 
trampoline wearing only a shirt to 
Beethoven's “Ode to Joy.” Needless 
to say, she subsequently marries him 
and turns his life around. Hilarious, 
wrenching, and life-and-love-affirm- 
ing, Shine is a work of art akin to 
Rachmaninov’s Third Piano Concer- 
to, the work that was Gotthelf’s 
downfall and triumph.

BROKEN ENGLISH 

If the dusty New Zealand setting, 
brutal father, and culture clashes 
look familiar, you’re not dreaming. 
Broken English arrives stateside 
from the producers of 1995’s sear- 
ing slice of life Once Were 
Warriors. But the inevitable com- 
parisons between the two sagas 
end there, as Broken English fails 
to.peel back the,themes: of apces- 


try, hope, and love to the same raw layer. 

Headstrong Nina (Aleksandra Vujcic) 
and her family flee from the smoke and 
shrapnel of their native Croatia to a cultural- 
ly mixed migrant enclave in Auckland. Her 
relationship with her oppressive father 
(Rade Serbedzija) becomes volatile when 
she seduces strapping Maori god Eddie (Ju- 
lian Arahanga, who played the eldest son in 
Warriors). Eager to run away with her new 
flame, Nina leaves home after accepting 
thousands of dollars to marry a Chinese 
refugee (Yang Li) so that he can stay in the 
country. But as the star-crossed lovers’ luck 
would have it, Nina’s father discovers the 
marriage of convenience — and that she’s 
pregnant with Eddie’s child. 

Director Gregor Nicholas succeeds in 
capturing the simmering tensions among 
New Zealand’s patchwork of cultures, but 
his self-conscious symbolism hits you over 
the head like, well, a drunken, hot-headed

father with a baseball bat. In this tale of 
Maori Montagues and Croatian Capulets, 
good love conquers all but a heavy-handed 
touch.

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Here’s one for the kids: comedy, drama, ac- 
tion-adventure, a cast of thousands. Oh, 
and a little sex and violence, too. 
Microcosmos is the work of Claude 
Nuridsany and Marie Perennou, two French 
biologists who spent 20 years researching 
and filming countless creepy crawlies for 
what amounts to about an hour and a half of 
footage. Wild Kingdom this film is not. It 
doesn’t focus on the nasty, brute, and short; 





instead we see the insects going about the 
business of their daily lives with an almost 
humdrum humanity. Nuridsany and Peren- 
nou make a kind of poetry of the scuttlings 
and slitherings; the universe that seethes just 
out of our view is clearly inspired by Blake 
rather than Darwin. 

The camera work is stunning — “How 
did they do that?” often gives way to a quiet 
awe at the colors and textures. And then 
there are the characters: the sacred beetle 
who, Sisyphus-like, heaves its ball of dung 
about with touching determination; the bee 
who seems almost to violate a flower as it 
gathers pollen but is dusted on the backside 
by a surreptitious stamen; two snails who, in 
one of the tenderest love scenes I have ever 
seen, ripple against one another to an oper- 
atic soundtrack. Never mind pricy special ef- 
fects, the human imagination simply could 
not conceive of the fantastic beauty of this 
other world.

KILLER: A JOURNAL OF MURDER 


Based on a true account, this behind-the- 
bars bonding drama is essentially a Junior 
Mints version of The Shawshank Redemp- 
tion or Dead Man Walking. james Woods 
stars as a sadistic, one-dimensional killer 
who makes Sean Penn’s Matthew Poncelet 
look like a saint.

Despite the saccharine title and the esoteric 
premise, Chinese director Ye Da-Ying’s Red 
Cherry is the most powerful film so far this 
year. Two orphans flee the bloodshed of the 
Chinese revolution to attend an international 
school in the Soviet Union. Ye captures the 
tension and eventual bonding between the 
new and old students, and the early scenes 
evoke a rugged schoolday lyricism that nev- 
er deteriorates into mawkishness or dog- 
maticism. Perhaps that’s because he knows 
that tragedy and horror transcend politics or 
sentiment. When, inevitably, the Nazis in- 
vade, the loss of innocence is as abrupt and 
horrific as the bullet to the head of the pretty 
teacher teaching her class a poem. With im- 
agery that is terrifying and sublime (the 
monastery headquarters of a Nazi comman- 
der who likes to tattoo young girls is a 
byzantine/gothic nightmare) and a narrative 
that assaults like a blitzkrieg and lingers with 


poetic detachment, Red Cherry enters the 
ranks of atrocity art alongside The Painted 
Bird and Schindler's List. Screens at the 
Kendall Square at 5, 7:15, and 9:30 p.m., 
and on Saturday at 12:15 and 2:15 p.m.

INTIMATE RELATIONS 
When Intimate Relations tries to be a dark

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RIDICULE 


Superficially a costume drama set in the 
pre-guillotine days of the French Revolu- 
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j‘accuse of a quiet man, veteran French di- 
rector Patrice Leconte, who’s best known 
in the US for his extraordinary Monsieur 
Hire, a deft thriller hiding a jab about anti- 
Semitism in contemporary France and an 
aberration in Leconte’s career of cuddly, 
bedroom valentines like The Hairdresser’s 
Husband. 

For Ridicule, screenwriter Remi Water- 
house vaults us into the Versailles of Louis 
XVI, cheek by jowl with the malarial 
swamps of Les Dombes, which could be 
drained if the bluebloods would stop amus- 
ing themselves with their shallow wit. As in a 
spy thriller, our young nobleman, Ponce- 
ludon (Charles Berling), must penetrate the 
court, navigate its intrigues, and crack the 
code of behavior — to plead his case for the 
king to act. But then why embrace science 
when the court is the center of the universe? 

The subtext here charges that in the face 
of a public health crisis, itself a metaphor for 
public policy, nothing has changed in 200 
years. The Revolution has been perverted, 
the meritocracy has yielded a new elite no 
less supercilious than the aristocracy it dis- 
patched. In interviews, Leconte does the Di- 
rector’s Shrug: “What, who me point fin- 
gers? I just tell stories.” 

See Ridicule not simply for its smart 
cast of screen royals — Fanny Ardant, 
Jean Rochefort, and Bernard Giraudeau 
— but because it contemporizes France 
being strangled by people too smart by 
half. Screens at the Kendall Square at 7 
and 9:30 p.m., and on Sunday at noon and 
2:30 and 5 p.m.

AMERICAN BUFFALO 


As with Glengarry Glen Ross, David 
Mamet’s screen adaptation of his American 
Buffalo will be a film you rent every so often 
just to indulge in that dark horse of cinema: 
hard-hitting dialogue. The surroundings are 
familiar Mamet: a dank, cluttered junkshop 
on a deserted street. Joyless shop owner 
Don (Dennis Franz) has been scheming to 
rob the house of a guy who paid $90 for a 
seemingly worthless American Buffalo coin. 
Paranoid poker buddy and con-man wanna- 
be Walt, a/k/a “Teach” (Dustin Hoffman), 
gets Don to dump the neighborhood kid be- 
ing used as a lookout (a reserved Sean Nel- 
son) and take him on instead. 

Okay, fine, but how to get in? What if 
someone’s home? What about the safe? 
Why the gun? The exchanges are scorching: 
Don’s cautionary approach gets slapped 
around by Teach’s we’ll-see-when-we-get- 
there attitude. Don’s advice to the kid early 
that day, “There’s business and then there's 
friendship,” echoes as Don and Teach, fu- 
eled by greed and ambition, violently pursue 
the only American dream available to them. 

The Franz/Hoffman duet is simply unfor- 
gettable, with Hoffman hitting the strongest 
notes. And Michael Corrente’s direction is 
clean, offering a painfully clear view of this 
stark universe of discarded memorabilia and 
fluctuating values.

NOT FOURTEEN AGAIN 
As her most recent film, The Last Days of 
Chez Nous, demonstrated, Australian direc- 
tor Gillian Armstrong has the knack of 
transforming the conventions of fiction into 
the semblance of messy real life. Unfortu- 
nately, she doesn’t have the ability to give 
real life the order or urgency of fiction. Not 
Fourteen Again is the fourth in a series of 
documentaries about a trio of Australian 
women shot at the ages of 14, 18, and 28 
— a kind of Down Under feminist version 
of Michael Apted’s Seven Up. The problem 
is that the lives she documents are not very 
interesting or remarkable — or at least she’s 
unable to uncover any insights to make 
them so. Kerry, Diana, and Josie are three 
girls from working-class Adelaide who rebel, 
get pregnant, get married, and get divorced 
without gaining much enlightenment out of 
the process. Their kids — most at the har- 
rowing age of the title — appear equally 
clueless, and Armstrong’s own appearance 
in the film makes it seem like a not especial- 
ly challenging Jenny Jones show. Screens at 
the Copley Place at 5:10, 7:30, and 9:50 
p.m., and on Monday at 11:15 a.m. and 
1:40 and 4 p.m.; and at the Kendall Square 
on Wednesday at 7 and 9:15 p.m.

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NOTES FROM UNDERGROUND 

The intintately detailed self-loathing, de- 
spair, and sado-masochistic solipsism of the 
nameless anti-hero of Dostoyevsky’s novella 
is oddly refreshing in this era of feel-good 
superficiality. Canadian filmmaker Gary 
Walkow’s updating features Henry Czerny 
in the title role, and the wry, tormented self- 
depreciation of Czerny’s dark, hawkish fea- 
tures and his canny irony make the charac- 
terization both profoundly annoying and 
deeply hilarious. Opening as a video diary of 
one of this loser’s “unbearable memories” 
and intercutting to flashbacks of it, the film 
adds postmodernist anomie to existential 
alienation. 

Not that Czerny’s Underground Man 
isn’t an asshole; a mean, officious clerk who 
glowers in a basement apartment, he crash- 
es the party of a more successful classmate 
he envies and despises, takes his wrath out 
on the whore Lisa (an affecting Sheryl Lee), 
and, shamming contrition, invites her to live 
the rest of her life with him. “Love for me is 
tyranny,” he concludes. Honest, perhaps, 
but not very nice. Directed by Walkow with 
the utmost respect but Dostoyevskian sub- 
versiveness (“No Russian authors were 
killed or injured in the making of this 
movie,” he claims in the closing credits), it’s 
a bleak but very funny experience. Screens 
at the Copley Place at 5, 7:40, and 10:10 
p.m., and on Monday at 7 and 9:40 p.m.

The short films 


From the high-gloss 
to the low-budget

he short films presented at this 
year’s Boston Film Festival are di- 


verse as ever, with the standouts 
ranging from an ultra-high-tech police 
story to hypnotic home movies. Whereas 
we've come to expect short films to 
show some form of longing or perhaps a 
triumph of the human spirit with some 
occasional splashes of comedy, the ones 
that can tell a good story without getting 
mired in nameless emotion shine bright- 
est and should not be missed. 

Jonathan Segal’s “Ripple” (Program 
Ill: September 11, 12, and 13) bravely 
attempts to mimic Robert Altman’s 
Short Cuts. The story embraces the 
chaos theory that the fluttering of a but- 
terfly’s wings in Japan will cause a hur- 
ricane in North America. Here a 
monarch gets squashed on a city street 
and we're carried through an intersect- 
ing tale of repercussions and how it af- 
fects a handbasket full of lives in the im- 
mediate vicinity. There is a cornucopia 
of faces to recognize, mostly B- or C- 
level actors, including Colm Meaney, 
Anthony Michael Hall, and Marcia 
Cross, one of the Melrose Place femme 
fatale psychos. With little rhyme or rea- 
son, and no resolution, the film is a 
good ride despite being a bit long. 

From its opening shot, “Recon” (Pro- 
gram III), by Breck Eisner, looks like a 
mega-budgeted summer blockbuster 
with a Ripley Scott—esque metropolis of 
the future. Peter Gabriel is a homicide 
cop with the unsettling job of linking 
with a victim’s brain so he can relive his 
final moments in order to identify the 
murderer. Clearly he suffers the reper- 
cussions of being inside far too many 
dead brains, but like all hero cops, 
Gabriel tries to work through his prob- 
lems while on the job. Charles Durning 
plays the tough captain; Elizabeth Pefia 
is Gabriel’s compassionate partner. Al- 
though “Recon” may seem a little out of 
place, the dazzling special effects and 
slightly new twist on a rapidly aging 
idea is gripping and leaves you wanting 
more than 11 minutes. 

“What's for Dinner” (Program III) is 
the cute-as-can-be story of little Kimber- 
ly, who wants a cookie before dinner but 
of course mom says no. Confronted with 


a plate of neon vegetables, Kim goes for 
the cookie jar anyway and finds a pair of 
eyes staring back at her. Raymond Stel- 
la’s wonderfully animated blob of flying 
chocolate chips helps her with dinner — 
and also succeeds in souring her sweet 
tooth. 

If Sam Raimi (Evil Dead) had direct- 
ed “Headless” (Program II: September 
10 and 12), a twisted tale of a mom and 
pop in the business of importing a can- 
nibalistic Amazonian tribe’s shrunken 
heads to hawk (at $3.50 a head) in the 
backs of comic books, this film could 
give life to some of his old magic. Di- 
rector Larry Gutterman, unfortunately, 
doesn’t quite have what it takes and just 
misses capitalizing on this weird and 
funny idea. The protagonist, a boring 
professor who dreams of being Indiana 
Jones, tries to expose mom and pop’s 
evil income. With a few strokes of hilar- 
ious genius, “Headless” comes off like a 
really bad episode of Tales from the 
Crypt; still, it’s good for a laugh. 

“Open Window” (Program IV: 
September 12 and 13), directed by Jen- 
nifer Atkins, poignantly illustrates the 
first confusing moments of puberty. In 
the few moments Atkins takes out of a 
young girl’s life, she gently shows how 
the forces of nature close one chapter 
and open the next. 

The most compelling effort (of those 
1 was able to see) is Henri-Frangois 
Imbert’s superbly edited documentary 
“A Beach near Belfast” (Program IV). 
After buying an old Super-8 movie 
camera in Ireland with just two minutes 
of grainy footage showing a family’s 
summer outing, Imbert decides he must 
return the film to its rightful owners. 
The haunting musical score and the 
eerie footage of people frolicking on a 
chilly beach create a mesmerizing med- 
itation on the deadly silence during the 
early days of the first IRA/British Army 
ceasefire. Imbert’s voice guides us 
along the tiny roads of Belfast and Ban- 
gor and into antiques shops as he tries 
to match the pattern of tiles on the 
floor with snippets of film and the 
ghosts on the celluloid with those peer- 
ing out windows.

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TWELFTH NIGHT 

Poldark might live near Duke Orsino in the 
Illyria of noted stage director Trevor Nunn’s 
Victorian Twelfth Night. It’s a lush yet crag- 
gy land of crashing surf and swelling music 
(not to mention swelling surf and crashing 
music) where longing drips like the honeyed 
phonemes of Shakespeare’s verse. This is a 
beautiful fairy tale of a film, full of romantic 
buoyancy and English stage stars, that 
nonetheless captures the melancholy so of- 
ten missing from the comedy where “the 
rain it raineth every day.” 

Helena Bonham Carter (the star of 
Nunn’s previous film, Lady Jane), as fair 
Olivia, fronts a cast that includes Nigel 
Hawthorne as a closet-lusting Malvolio; 
Maggie Smith’s son, Toby Stephens, as’ a 
sulkish Orsino; and bald-pated Ben Kingsley 
as a sinister, if musical, Feste. Imogen 
Stubbs — the young Helen Mirren mixed 
with Meg Ryan — is the wry yet innocent 
Viola, for once as fetching (and as plausible) 
as a mustachio’d youth as she is as a long- 
locked lady. 

Nunn pushes the play’s envelope of an- 
drogynous desire without ripping it. He also 
pumps the Shakespearean comedy full of 
heartiness and cruelty (it's The Madness of 
Malvolio) and the romance full of swash 
and buckle. Yet there is an underlying, and 
sometimes overlaying, sadness to remind us 
that though only Malvolio loses his toupee 
(a prissy auburn number that makes 
Hawthorne look like a cross between Jeeves 
and Winona Ryder at the Oscars), we are all 
in daily danger of losing love, limb, and dig- 
nity. As the man sings: “Present mirth hath 
present laughter,/What’s to come is still un- 
sure.” Screens at the Copley Place at 7 and 
9:40 p.m., and on Monday at 11:30 a.m.

SYNTHETIC PLEASURES 


Synthetic Pleasures is a high-tech documen- 
tary about technology with lots of low-tech 
money behind it. At the various festivals 
where it’s screened, journalists have been 
showered with key chains, bookbags, and 
CDs of the soundtrack. The topic is ultra 
up-to-date — the latest news about cy- 
berspace, virtual reality, artificial body or- 
gans, and the other technological pies-in- 
the-sky we’re tantalized with daily; and the 
film does an excellent job of laying out their 
promise and their dangers in an innovative if 
sometimes breathless way. The artificial 
beaches now being built indoors in Tokyo 
are strange and fascinating, as is Orlan, the 
French performance artist who “adjusts” 
her body through plastic surgery. 

The inevitable talking heads are also lively 
and informative, but there’s something 
missing. Have we already heard too much 
about this topic, even before it’s really here? 
The ultimate feeling watching this film is 
that it would have made a great 30-minute 
short; the gee-whiz aura with which it sur- 
rounds its subject just can’t be sustained for 
82 minutes.

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BREAKING THE WAVES 


Danish director Lars von Trier establishes 
himself as a world-class filmmaker with this 
astounding and exhausting two-and-a-half- 
hour melodrama about the triumph and de- 
mentia of true love and the interconnection 
of depravity and beatitude. Set in the 1970s 
on one of Scotland’s bleak North Sea is- 
lands, this is the story of Bess (Emily Wat- 
son, in a staggering performance that recalls 
that of Giulietta Masina in La strada), a 
simple-minded young woman who claims a 
special relationship with God (when she 
prays to Him, she supplies His answers 
also). She upsets her closed-minded funda- 
mentalist neighbors by marrying Jan (Stellan 
Skarsgard), a foreign worker on one of the 
offshore oil rigs, and, when he is paralyzed 
in an accident, further alienates them when 
she tries to cure him by sleeping with other 
men and telling him about them. With 
blanched color and Robbie Miiller’s hand- 
held cinéma-vérité photography von Trier 
literally thrusts the film’s over-the-top pas- 
sions and pathology in your face, making 
Breaking the Waves an uncompromising im- 
mersion in obsession and an overwhelming 
emotional workout that is ultimately a reli- 
gious experience. It may well be the most 
draining and rewarding film of the year.

BEAUTIFUL THING 


This sweet, innocuous, boy-meets-boy story 
is set in a housing complex in South Lon- 
don, a place where no secret is safe.

Adapted by Jonathan Harvey from his 
play, Beautiful Thing takes its time in ac- 
quainting us with the denizens of the hous- 
ing project, and some of the broadly drawn 
supporting characters, like the Mama 
Cass—worshipping teenage busybody Leah 
(Tameka Empson), probably worked better 
on stage. When Harvey and director Hettie 
MacDonald, making her feature debut, get 
around to the budding relationship between 
high-schoolers Jamie (Glen Berry) and his 
next-door neighbor and classmate Ste 
(Scott Neal), the film finds a groove. There 
are some wonderful moments: the boys ten- 
tatively getting physical in Jamie’s room 
while of ithe other s ein of the wall Jamie's

Henry), and her boyfriend (Ben Daniels) 
watch The Sound of Music. 

Henry steals the movie, partly since hers 
is the best-written character, partly because 
the film’s sentimentality is tempered by San- 
dra’s vulgarity. Beautiful Thing isn’t sure 
whether it wants to embrace fantasy or de- 
pict real life; in the end, it settles for a bit of 
both.

It’s no Spinal Tap, but Christopher Guest’s 
new mockumentary Waiting for Guffman is 
a genial, absurd, ultimately moving glimpse 
of the banality of the American Heartland 
and the pathos of the American Dream. The 
all-American town of Blaine, Missouri, is 
celebrating its 150th anniversary with a mu- 
sical celebrating its history. Red, White and 
Blaine is the brainchild of Manhattan expa- 
triate Corky St. Claire (Guest in a swishy 
performance that might offend some), a 
goofy musical re-enacting such landmark 
events as a visit from President Garfield that 
inspired the town’s stool industry and a pre- 
Roswell alien-abduction experience. 

The show is looking not just to honor the 
past, however, but to embrace the future, as 
St. Claire has aroused his cast’s ambitions 
with the possibility of an opening-night visit 
from Guffman, a Broadway representative. 
Although the comedy engendered by the

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PARADISE LOST 

Directors Joe Berlinger and Bruce Sinofsky 
got robbed when their brilliant Brother's 
Keeper didn’t even get a Best Documentary 
Oscar Nomination. If they are similarly 
snubbed for their HBO-produced Paradise 
Lost, it will be a miscarriage of justice on the 
scale of the story the film relates. Three 
eight-year-old boys were found brutally 
murdered and mutilated in West Memphis, 
Arkansas, in 1994, The crime hotrified the 
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town, but the subsequent search for justice 
was perhaps even more appalling. After ex- 
torting a factually inaccurate “confession” 
from a 17-year-old with an IQ of 72, the 
police charged him and his two teenage 
friends with the murders. The evidence? 
They liked to wear black, listened to Metalli- 
ca, and had an interest in the Wiccan reli- 
gion. Think of the O.J. trial compressed to 
two and a half hours, or A Time To Kill with 
a heart-stopping plot and utterly provoking 
relevance, and you get some idea of the ur- 
gency and almost incredible twists of fate 
unfolded in this film, a pageant of such folly, 
ignorance, prejudice, and evil that it is al- 
most thrilling.

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BROTHER OF SLEEP 

Based on the popular novel by Robert 
Schneider, this German love-triangle melo- 
drama — with a musical genius at one cor- 
ner — bears a resemblance to last year’s 
Farinelli. Both prove the maxim that pas- 
sionate artmaking and passionate lovemak- 
ing don’t mix. But where Farinelli had only 
its operatic twists of narrative, Brother of 
Sleep adds epic-scale visuals and relish for 
the perverse. 

In an Alpine village in the early 1800s, 
Elias Johannes Alder (André Eisermann) is 
born with uncanny gifts for both music and 
clairvoyance that scare his fellow townspeo- 
ple.

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THE WHOLE WIDE WORLD 

No violence, no sex — what's the point? 
Dan Ireland's first feature film, The Whole 
Wide World, is an exercise in restraint, fo- 
cusing on the nuances of a turbulent ro- 
mantic relationship without indulging in 
crowd-pleasing theatrics. Set in Texas in 
the 1930s, the film chronicles the two-year 


relationship between young schoolteacher 
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Novalyne Price (Renee Zellweger) and the 
eccentric pulp fiction writer and creator of 
Conan (not O’Brien), Robert E. Howard 
(Vincent D’Onofrio). The pair move slow- 
ly and awkwardly through the rituals of 
courtship, initially drawn to each other by 
intellectual compatibility and a shared pas- 
sion for writing. However, their love affair 
is eventually smothered by Robert’s inabili- 
ty to adapt to social expectations and No- 
valyne’s need for romantic security. The 
actors’ understated performances, set 
against the lush backdrop of the Texan 
countryside, are fresh and heartfelt — 
D’Onofrio’s portrayal of his complex and 
misunderstood character is especially af- 
fecting. Although The Whole Wide World 
is the kind of low-budget independent ef- 
fort that usually falls through the cracks, it 
offers a quietly memorable and visually 
dazzling depiction of love lost. Screens at 
the Copley Place at 5:20, 7:40, and 10 
p.m., and on Thursday at 10:40 a.m. and 
1 and 3:20 p.m.

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HEARTS AND MINDS 

“Grab them by the balls,” advises this film’s 
main character, “and their hearts and minds 
will follow.” 

The same might be said of Hearts and 
Minds: it’s a brutal and graphic effort that 
portrays the horrors of racism and war. 
Set in late 1980s South Africa, the film 
chronicles the activities of Andries Fourie 
(Danny Keogh), a member of the 
apartheid death squads 
who’s sent on a special 
undercover mission to 
assassinate Matthews 
Kage (Patrick Shai), a 
top-ranking military 
leader of the African Na- 
tional Congress. Fourie 
leaves his home and fam- 
ily — and eventually the 
white South African po- 
lice altogether — to pose 
as a defector and join the 
ANC. He is almost killed 
in the process, but Kage 
saves his life and Fourie 
finds himself hesitant to 
carry through his assign- 
ment. When Nelson 
Mandela is freed and the 
war is suddenly over, 
Fourie finds himself 
alienated from both the 
ANC and the police. 

Hearts and Minds is 
South Africa’s first inde- 
pendent film, and direc- 
tor Ralph Ziman’s debut 
is auspicious. True, 
Keogh’s coke-snorting 
racist cop is about as 
sympathetic as Harvey 
Keitel in Bad Lieutenant, 
but the portrait Ziman 
paints of Africa is both 
bleak and fascinating. 
What makes the film 
more disturbing is that 
it’s based on real events, 
and in fact many of the 
scenes were filmed during 
the chaotic last months of 
apartheid. Screens at the

The title is a pun, albeit a lame one: Ed 
(Matt Ross) strategically relocates to Man- 
hattan from the land of “cows, grass, cheese, 
and space” (Wisconsin) after being dumped 
by his girlfriend. Now a rice geneticist (!) in 
the big city, this young Midwestern trans- 
plant has to endure expensive cabs, a room- 
mate (Kevin Carroll) given to practicing 
karate in the nude, and neighbors who settle 
minor disturbances with firearms. The good 
news is that Ed keeps running into Lee (Cal- 
lie Thorne), a bar-band violinist with whom 
he begins an implausible romance.

Take Down and Out in Beverly Hills, mold 
it into a Greek tragedy, and you’d have 
Caught. Nick (Arie Verveen) is a homeless 
drifter who finds shelter in the home of a 
New York City fishmonger and his wife 
(Edward James Olmos and Maria Conchi- 
ta Alonso). Nick enriches their lives by fill- 
ing the void left by their son, who shunned 
the family business for the glitz of Holly- 
wood.

But I did make room 
for a Laura Dern press conference for Cit- 
izen Ruth, a lacerating satire of 1990s 
America, in which Dern’s Ruth is preg- 
nant, glue-sniffing, white trash tossed be- 
tween goofy Christian right-to-lifers want- 
ing her to save her baby and moon-wor- 
shipping feminists and Vets for Peace set- 
ting her up for an abortion. 

Dern was funny and forthright about 
her liberal convictions, saying, of watching 
the Republican convention, “I had to go to 
the dermatologist. Spontaneously, I broke 
out in horrible hives.” In contrast, Citizen 
Ruth’s first-time writer/director, Alexan-

der Payne, proved evasive about where he 
stood on anything, or where his film 
stood. I’m used to box-office-frenzied 
Hollywood producers lecturing the press 
that their movies are not about social is- 
sues but about less controversial things 
like “the human spirit.” Well, Payne pulled 
the same cheap ploy, prefacing Citizen 
Ruth’s first showing to a Montreal audi- 
ence with the plea “I would like the film to 
be seen in a far more human 
than political light.” 

But Citizen Ruth is anti-hu- 
manist, as it should be, because 
it’s a cleverly cartoonish politi- 
cal send-up. Could it be that 
mighty Miramax, Payne’s dis- 
tributor, was wrist-twisting the 
director to stand mum about 
the ideological implications of 
his movie? Whatever, Payne re- 
mained an annoyingly tight- 
lipped good soldier throughout the Citizen 
Ruth press conference. Aren’t your pro- 
life people especially creepy, he was 
asked.

At the end of the press conference, I 
tailed Payne and confronted him at an es- 
calator. "But surely you’ve got to say that 
your film is pro-choice?” 

“It’s pro-laugh,” he dodged me. 

“Admit it’s pro-choice,” I repeated. 

“It’s up to you what to think,” he said. 

I went ballistic. "You’re kicking your 
own film!” I yelled at him as he went up, 
up, up the escalator. “You’re being a total 
coward!” 

Several days later, my accusation of 
cowardice, attributed to “one journalist,” 
surfaced in the Hollywood Reporter, with 
Payne’s testy reply: “I don’t want anyone 
asking me to put two-word labels on my 
film.”

You may remember Jon Cryer from such 
marginally popular Fox sit-coms as The 
Famous Teddy Z and Partners.

THE BIG SQUEEZE 


This wanna-be film noir 
satire is knowingly disrep- 
utable only on occasion, in- 
jecting a pair of gratuitous 
sex scenes into the standard 
plot about the bored wife who hires a 
horny drifter to steal her husband’s mon- 
ey.

Once upon a time John Landis directed 
The Kentucky Fried Movie. But times 
change, movies get dumber, and Tom 
Arnold becomes a star.

You have to get four songs into 
the new R.E.M. album, New Adventures in 
Hi-Fi (Warner Bros., September 10), be- 
fore you hear anything that sounds truly 
uplifting. The song is “Undertow,” and it 
soars in classic R.E.M. form. There’s a 
grand, gospel-ish chorus, and one of those 
energizing fuzz-guitar riffs that Peter Buck 
excels at. Listen more closely, however, 
and you realize that what you’re hearing is 
one of rock’s more blatant suicide songs. 

“I’m drowning, I’m drowning me” is 
what Michael Stipe 
sings in that heavenly 
chorus; and the vers- 
es are even more 
forthright: “I can’t say I’m fearful; I can’t 
say I’m not afraid, but I am not resis- 
tant . . . | am in the place where | should 
be. I am breathing water, nobody's got to 
breathe.” No apologies or cautionary tales 
here, just a guy who’s comfortable with 
the decision he’s made. 

Is it irresponsible to put something like 
this on an album that will sell zillions of 
copies to impressionable kids? Probably 
not — after all, the teenage body count 
didn’t go up after Trent Reznor voiced 
similar sentiments on the last Nine Inch 
Nails album. And most of Stipe’s fans will 
be familiar with such concepts as 
metaphor and irony; besides, they'll proba- 


| bly have their spirits lifted if they stick with 
| the album long enough. (And if anybody’s 


planning to act this song out, please 
don’t.) 

But “Undertow” is a representative 
track on an album that’s best summed up 
by a really bad Chicago lyric from a few 
years back: “It’s a paradox/Full of contra- 
diction.”

The cold and fussed- 
over production on Green added to the 
sense that R.E.M. were putting up barriers 
just when the world was beating a path to 
their door. 

It was around this time that fans learned 
to stop wishing for a return to the jangly 
innocence of Murmur (1983) and Reckon- 
ing (1984), knowing 
they weren’t about 

to get it. And anyone 

who happened to see 
R.E.M. play a life-changing set in a tiny 
club — in my case, that famous °84 dou- 
ble bill with Hiisker Dii at the Rat — fig- 
ured out that they weren’t going to get a 
replay, anymore than they were going to 
see Hiisker Dii get back together after '89. 
But R.E.M. went on to some fine work on 
their bigger, grown-up terms: both Auto- 
matic for the People, with its lush melan- 
cholia and AIDS-era subtext, and the 
brash garage-rock of Monster were as 
risky and as successful as anything from 
the old days. And I hate to trash myths, 
but last summer at Great Woods they 
played a concert that put my (admittedly 
fuzzy) memories of that Rat show to 
shame. 

With the release of New Adventures, it’s 
growing-pains time again. And like Green, 
the album comes with a major rise in 
R.E.M.’s fortunes. With the $80 million 
deal under their belts, the band who once 
defined indie-rock integrity are up there 
with the biggest moneymakers in the in- 
dustry. This Saturday night Warners will 
be advancing the new release with an out-

door event at the Prudential Center, turn- 
ing the nearby buildings into video screens 
showing plugs for the album and footage 
from the forthcoming Road Movie video 
— all, coincidentally enough, within walk- 
ing distance of several record stores. The 
band won’t be present, but the unmistak- 
able smell of big money will. 

Longtime fans have a right to feel alien- 
ated by such splashy gestures, but it 
sounds as though the band were feeling 
something similar. New Adventures’ open- 
ing track, “How the West Was Won and 
Where It Got Us,” is anything but a cele- 
bration. The music’s as daring as the band 
have gotten: a haunting melody paired 
with a track that’s equal parts trip-hop and 
Ennio Morricone. Buck plays twangy gui- 
tar leads against a bass-heavy track with a 
repeated piano lick and a shrill synth 
whizzing in the background. And Stipe’s 
taking stock of some empty victory, the 
lyrics just cryptic enough to keep it from 
turning whiny: “The story is a sad one, 
told many times/The story of my life in 
trying times/Just add water, stir in 
lime/How the West was won and where it 
got us.” Sounds as if Stipe were still 
enough in touch with the real world to 
deal with a subject as nitty-gritty as mid- 
dle-aged unfulfillment. 

A similar feeling recurs throughout the 
15 tracks. “New Test Leper” is the closest 
this album comes to the jangle of old, but 
its repeated chorus — “Call me Leper, 
hey-hey” — sounds like an intellectual’s 
way of saying “I’m a loser baby, so why 
don’t you kill me.” “So Far, So Numb” 
and “Bittersweet Me” are about coming to 
terms with relationships you’ve fucked up; 
they sport the album’s most indelible pop 
melodies. The latter tune is especially gor- 
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k of R.E.M.’s career 


geous, with fuzz-guitar and Hammond- 
organ swells that come around whenever 
Stipe hits the refrain (“I don’t know what 
I’m hungry for/I don’t know what I want 
anymore”). It’s one of pop’s oldest tricks 
— setting the sad lyric against the big, up- | 
lifting tune — and it still works wonder- 
fully. 

Not everything on New Adventures is a 
downer. Save for “Undertow,” the tour- | 
recorded songs suggest R.E.M. were origi- | 
nally aiming for an even goofier, garagier | 
album than Monster. “Wake-Up Bomb” | 
finds Stipe taking the voice of an obnox- 
ious teenage glitter rocker — speaking 
from personal experience, no doubt; and 
though its lyrics allegedly take a swing at 
Oasis (“Supersonic, what a joke/I don’t | 
see ya, don’t wanna be ya”), the singer 
seems to recognize them as kindred spir- 
its. “Departure” is one of the more gung- 
ho songs about being a rock band on the | 
road since Grand Funk’s “We’re an Amer- | 
ican Band,” with a proudly moronic guitar 
riff and a repeated chorus of “Here we 
come.” You half-expect them to make like 
the Monkees and follow that with 

. walking down the street, we get the 
funniest looks from everyone we meet.” 
Oddly, a better song in this vein, “Revolu- 
tion,” was a highlight of last year’s shows 
but didn’t make it to the album. 

Then again, some of New Adventures 
misfires wide, starting with “Zither,” the 
latest in their string of throwaway instru- 
mentals (there’s no zither on it, but I do 
hear a dulcimer). And you have to admire 
the perversity of putting something as left- 
field as “E-Bow the Letter” out as a single, 
but that doesn’t make it a better song. 
Stipe’s Beat-poetry inclinations (used to 
far better effect on the Out of Time track 
“Country Feedback,” a high 
point of last summer’s tour) 
here amount to little more than 
a bad Patti Smith imitation; and 
when the real Smith appears to | 
sing the choruses, she sounds 
like a sample of herself. The E- | 
bow, by the way, is an early-’80s | 
guitar doohickey that Buck uses | 
to make the violin-like sounds, | 
and it’s his weird guitar trade- 
mark for this album (like the | 
backward guitars on Monster 
and the mandolins on Out of 
Time). There’s an E-bow in at 
least three other songs, notably 
the finale of the slow-building 
love ballad “Be Mine,” where it 
makes more sense. 

The other turkey, “Leave,” is 
more frustrating because there’s 
a good song in there some- 
where, some nice chord changes 
and a bit of grandeur in the 
chorus. But it fails because they 
borrow a hip-hop sound that 
was cutting-edge five years ago, 
specifically the urban-panic 
sound effects that Terminator X 
brought to Public Enemy. 
“Leave” sounds as if it had been 
recorded while somebody’s car- 
alarm siren was going, and the 
noise runs for most of its seven- 
minute duration (the longest 
R.E.M. track yet). Throwing on 
more of the damned E-bow 
doesn’t help, and neither does 
an ending that trails off instead 
of peaking. 

Still, a track like this won’t fit 
anybody’s definition of an obvi- 
ous commercial move. One 
thing that has endured since the 
old days is the band’s Zen-like 
approach to recordmaking: 
catch the feelings that were in 
the studio that week; try all the 
odd ideas and sort them out lat- 
er. R.E.M. came by their mega- 
success honestly, and risky al- 
bums like New Adventures in 
Hi-Fi are part of the reason.

GREAT YARMOUTH, ENGLAND — 


Among the things that don’t suck in this 
life are sex, the beauty of unspoiled nature, 
and the joy of discovering a band who can 
change the way you perceive everything: 
the moment, your relationship with the 
world, the limits of your imagination, the 
way songs and sounds can reflect and col- 
or your own inner musings about the 
whole ball of wax from human needs to 
bungee jumping. I've felt that way about 
Catherine Wheel ever since the day in 
1992 when the 
monolithic opening 
chords of their love 
song/future-shock 
epic “Black Metallic” made me pull my car 
to the side of the road and turn the radio 
up till the speakers growled. 

That album, Ferment, and its follow- 
ups, Chrome and Happy Days, and now 
the collection of previously unreleased 
recordings and alternate takes called Like 
Cats and Dogs (Mercury; out this Tues- 
day), have at times sounded more like the 
work of aural conjurers than musicians. 
Their songs range from radio hits like 
“Crank,” “I Want To Touch You,” and 
“Judy Staring at the Sun” to brilliant and 
expansive album tracks like the minutely 
tooled jam “Eat My Dust (You Insensitive 
Fuck)” and four-barrel hot rods like “Lit- 
tle Muscle.” They're often breathing 
soundscapes that shimmer with tides of 
defeat and joy, telling stories that shift 
from the cyberworld to the mundane, over 
the sacred hills of contentment and deep 
down into the scarred valleys of heartache. 
In particular, on last year’s Happy Days 
they used a year’s experience touring — 
which included multiple stops in Boston 
— to turn up the volume and impact, 
adding more precision and slam to their 
broad palette. 

Although they've been embraced by al- 
ternative-rock radio, Catherine Wheel 
seem to be an alternative to alternative, 
unbound by the generic roar of grunge, or 
the recycled sound of punk, or the pop 
simplistics that seem to govern the musical 
lives of nearly every band in heavy rock ro- 
tation these days. Instead, they offer a so- 
phisticated lyricism rich in expansive 
melodies that travel over a sonic terrain so 
adventurous, they’re the first mainstream 
group to cross it since the heyday of Pink 
Floyd. (And I'm talking Umma Gumma-— 
and Meddle-era Floyd, not overblown pab- 
ulum like The Wall.) But they do so with- 
out anachronism; though they’re children 
of '70s rock, they’re determined to search 
for their own new musical locales, whether 
by following the trails illuminated by the 
inventive sounds they squeeze out of their 
louder-than-hell guitars, or by following 
the veins that lead from their fingers back 
to the center of their hearts. 

All these qualities slice through the 
tracks of Like Cats and Dogs. There are 
intense dynamic shifts, but even more in- 
tense emotional changes and transporta- 
tions to musical spheres that few bands 
can aspire to help listeners reach. On 
“Heal 2,” a more concise reprise of a 
should-have-been-hit from Happy Days, 
singer Rob Dickinson sings of the desire 
for fulfillment and love over a gently heav- 
ing ocean of guitars, shining his rippling 
tenor voice like a beacon on the simple but 
most cherished treasure of life. On “Car,” 
Brian Futter puts his guitar through the 
paces, rounding all sorts of wicked sonic 
curves — dizzy vibrato, fragmented 
melodies, and precision feedback — with 
grace. And there’s an overt, ballsy nod to 
their roots, a cover of Pink Floyd’s “Wish 
You Were Here,” that shows remarkable 
courage in an act of embracing a di- 
nosaur-rock influence during a time of 
hipper-than-thou indie-world witchhunt- 
ing. It’s also a damn pretty performance. 

Recently, | traveled to visit the band in 
their hometown, which I understood to be 
a tourist spot on. England’s east coast. To 
my surprise and delight, | found not the 


rural fishing Village | Schettissparted but a 


gigantic version Of our own ampton 
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Beach. Great Yarmouth, where the band 
were raised, is a classic English coastal 
tourist trap, with a boardwalk, paint- 
peeled gazebos and arcades, a Ripley's Be- 
lieve It or Not Museum, an aging amuse- 
ment park, and too much dogshit on the 
beach. Full of fish-and-chips stands and 
tacky tourist shops, but full of life in a 
bustling, kitschy, shamelessly commercial 
and delightfully tacky way. 

It’s fun, and so are the lads who make 
this smart, epic music. When we meet in 
the pub of a genteel 
but slightly ratty 
‘bout-the-edges sea- 
side hotel, Rob 
emerges as a natural leader, outspoken 
and thoughtful, his backwards baseball cap 
putting a working-class lid on his lofty 
ambitions. (He’s also an inveterate fan of 
great Boston pop, with Belly, Buffalo Tom, 
and Mission of Burma — whose “Re- 
volver” Catherine Wheel covered on an 
English EP — among his favorite groups.) 
Brian, Rob’s fellow guitarist and Catherine 
Wheel co-founder, tends to be quieter, but 
his quick wit and deep concern for all as- 
pects of the band seem a reflection of his 
playing — always probing, pushing for a 
musical observation on the matter at hand 
that’s precise and unique. Drummer Neil 
Sims is the band’s rock, a powerhouse hit- 
ter and timekeeper whose other abilities 
(which include singing, engineering, pro- 
duction) and even-keeled nature seem in 
keeping with his expansive spirit. And 
bassist Dave Hawes? Well, he'd recently 
relocated to Ohio after marrying an Amer- 
ican and couldn’t make our interview in 
the pub across from the Great Yarmouth 
beach, where England’s version of muzak 
is pumped at an alarming level, but the se- 
lection of Scotches and beers helps one ig- 
nore it. 

When we spoke, Catherine Wheel were 
preparing to go into the studio to record a 
CD of all-new songs for early 1997 re- 
lease. To judge by the rehearsal of new 
material I attended in the band’s ware- 
house practice space, that album promises 
to stay their exceptional course. 


Phoenix: Sonically, there seems to be an 
identity to Catherine Wheel. Do you feel 
that there is a Catherine Wheel aesthetic? 

Rob: Yeah, | think the thread between 
our records is that they're all songs that 
we've written with a ghetto blaster and the 
acoustic guitar, and we just added differ- 
ent things to them, sonically, depending 
on what's going through our heads at the 
time. But we've never written songs that 
rely on sonics or soundscapes to exist. If 
you strip our songs, there’s always gonna 
be a coherent idea or attitude underneath. 

The reason our three albums sound dif- 
ferent is where our heads have been at in 
terms of what has been interesting dynam- 
ically and stuff. The first record was a 
product of me and Brian. When the band 
started, we wrote songs for six months in 
his bedroom with an eight-track recorder. 
We had a chance to find a guitar approach 
we were happy with. In that environment, 
we didn’t have to worry about playing 
them live or anything like that. So we 
treated them with lots of guitars and over- 
dubs, lots of long sections in which you 
could feel the texture of the layeredness of 
the guitar. 

In the first 18 months of the band’s life, 
we kept that kind of attitude where there 
were less distinctive guitar parts but more 
of a layered feel’where you'd hear different 
things the more you'd listen. There were 
more harmonies and feedback; it’s a wall of 
sound. Then, as we went through working 
with different producers and toured, the 
sense that we could get dynamics differently 
had an effect on how we approach songs. 

Brian: I’ve always thought of Ferment 
as the primeval slime of our music, that 
we'd started to emerge. There are some 
indistinct aspects of our sound on Ferment 
that are much sharper now. 
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the guitars were never us. It’s the songs 
we write, which was ultimately more im- 
portant than Catherine Wheel as any kind 
of sonic terrorists. | mean, we're not like 
My Bloody Valentine, who do very short 
tours and then go lock themselves in stu- 
dios and experiment; that isn’t where 
we're at. I'd like the band to reflect atti- 
tudes and real feelings and opinions 
through songs. 

That said, the songs require certain 
things that the guitars do. | think that’s 
how we approach the guitar tracks: what 
does the song need? Some songs still exist 
in which the initial excitement from the 
song is the guitar riff, or the feel of the 
guitar, or the feel of what the band’s doing 
generally — in which the verses and the 
chorus have taken a back seat, initially. 

[Muzak suddenly surges into the over- 
head speakers. | 

Neil: Now this is sonic terrorism. I'll go 
see someone . . . 

Phoenix: At what point did you feel the 
band congealed? Was there an epiphany, a 
sense of “Yeah, this is what Catherine 
Whieel’s supposed to be!”? 

Brian: When “Black Metallic” was be- 
ing rehearsed, that particular song seemed 
to be the cathartic point. 

Neil: | think also the first gig we ever 
did. After rehearsing so long, it just 
seemed to make sense of the whole thing. 

Rob: Because we spent four or five 
months writing songs before the band ex- 
isted as it does today, we’d made sure that 
we were happy with what potentially 
would be our sound, It felt really natural. 

Brian: Except-doing the drums on drum 
machine. | programmed the drums, and 
there’s a tightness there that . . . : 

Neil: Yeah, it was pretty weird. | didn’t 
know what these guys were doing. I was a 
friend of theirs, | had no idea what they 
were up to in that bedroom for months. | 
happened to hear the four-tracks that 
they’d done and | was really knocked out 
by it. | hadn’t realized that anybody did 
stuff like that, and I had to be involved. It 
was pretty amazing to hear that stuff ini- 
tially — “I Want To Touch You” and 
“Black Metallic,” 

Phoenix: Where was your first gig? 

Rob: It was at the Norwich Arts Center. 
It’s an old converted church. It was 1990, 
or 1991? We were first band on in a five- 
band bill, and it was very exciting. 

Brian: It was at about eight o'clock, and 
we all sat in the pub until about two min- 
utes to eight, and we sort of rushed the 
stage. It was the first time I was ever in 
front of an audience. 

Rob: | was thrust in front of this audi- 
ence, and | knew either I was going to feel 
comfortable doing this or | wasn’t — and 
we were going to forget it if | wasn’t. Be- 
fore I knew it, half an hour just flew by, and 
by the time we'd finished, the place was full 
up. We went to the bar and thought, “Yeah, 
we're a good band, probably better than the 
rest of the bands.” And we were. 

Brian: Yeah; we were the best band on 
the bill. 

Neil: We were playing “I Want To 
Touch You,” “Black Metallic” — great 
songs. This was the first group we had, 
and we knew that this really was going to 
work. 

Phoenix: When you were writing “Black 
Metallic,” how did you feel about it? I am 
wondering whether the experience of 
putting that song together crystallized the 
band. 

Rob: No not really. We never felt a 
point where, early on anyway, we'd written 
a song that stood the test of time. I think 
we felt the song was a good one and we 
played it a lot. In the six months the band 
really started working, we did lots and lots 
of gigs, 

Brian: We just played the song again 
and again live. | think the more we played 
it, the more it took on this epic scale, in 
terms of its length and in terms what we 
could do with the song. 
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Rob: The peaks the song lends itself to, 
Brian having space to do what he does 
best, and it kind of crystallized the vocal 
style of where we were at. It contained ev- 
erything: great guitar parts, fantastic 
lyrics, and it had a great tune. So, it con- 
tained everything that we planned in the 
bedroom that our band should be. Our 
band should be a great guitar band, with 
guitars that didn’t sound like anybody 
else’s but still had good songs underneath 
it, which was the credo. And as we played 
it more it did take on this big shape. By the 
time we recorded it, it was in its finalized 
version. 

Brian: Now it's evolved past when we 
recorded it. It’s sometimes gone over 20 
minutes. Now we're trying to cut the mon- 
ster down. 

Phoenix: One of my favorite things 
about your band is the way you guys play 
with space and time. You seem to have a 
musical presence bigger than the song it- 
self, in the way the guitars and the keys 
and the dynamics and the vocals mesh. It's 
kind of trippy. Do you make a conscious ef- 
fort in a song like “Black Metallic” or “Eat 
My Dust (You Insensitive Fuck)” to trans- 
port your audience to another place? 

Rob: That would imply that we were 
writing songs that push people's buttons, 
which | genuinely don’t think we do. | 
think we are doing what comes naturally 
when we come down to it. The juxtaposi- 
tion between loud and quiet is a very pow- 
erful one, and I think we do it very well 
and we use it very well. When it comes 
from a moment of such intense volume 
and then drops,to nothing . . . 

Brian: It’s @ bit like masturbation, real- 
ly. You do it f6r*yourself and if anybody 
else enjoys it, well . . . [laughs]. 

Rob: Other people don’t enjoy it as 
much as youdo... 

The idea of being a psychedelic band 
means doing things for reasons other than 
what comes naturally to you. There is a 
quite introspective side of this band. It is 
constantly fighting with the aggressive side 
of what we do, and that produces a ten- 
sion, and it’s almost like a massive release 
when we reach parts where it isn’t full-on. 
I think the essence of what the band is is a 
quiet band, rather than a loud band, be- 
cause a loud band kicks down more doors, 
just lets it out. Our best moments are our 
most tender, most melancholy, introspec- 
tive moments. That is when we are at our 
most powerful. 

Phoenix: Are there any bands who have 
given you that transported feeling? 

Rob: Queen transported me the first 
time | saw them. Wow! I couldn't believe a 
band could play . . . close your eyes and it 
was like the record, only they were in front 
of me. 

My listening was similar to Neil’s when 
we were 15, you know, Black Sabbath or 
Queen and Rush. When I started thinking 
about the fact that maybe | could sing and 
pull a band together, I was a big fan of a 
British band called House of Love. They 
crystallized for me that you could have this 
enormous spacy wall of guitar sound and a 
vocal that doesn’t need to be screaming its 
head off competing with it. The vocal 
could sit effortlessly on top, which is basi- 
cally what the Valentines did as well, with 
lots and lots of guitars, which of course 
you can do in a recording studio. 

That almost sums up what alternative 
rock did: it meant you could play loud gui- 
tars, but you didn’t have to scream over 
the top of them. You could play loud gui- 
tars and the vocals could be almost the op- 
posite of what the guitars were doing. And 
I think that is something that interested us. 
We didn’t want to throw our loud guitars 
away. We didn't want to throw out our 
pedals and distortion boxes and the love of 
that kind of power . . . the kind of excite- 
ment you get when you plug a guitar in 
and crank it up. It’s primeval, it’s basic. 

Phoenix: You guys don't sound much 
like the song-oriented rock bands we have 
in the States. Do you think that’s a prob- 
lem in your efforts to break through here? 
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DEFINING ALTERNATIVE: it meant you didn’t have to scream over the loud guitars. 


Rob: Oasis has made it into America. 
Although America has been attracted to 
grunge for the last five years, it proves 
something else can break through. 

Phoenix: You're more sophisticated than 
Oasis, who are pretty straight popsters. 

Rob: That may be why we haven’t sold 
three million albums in America. Our ap- 
proach to certain things is quite subtle, 
leaves stuff unsaid, for people to fill in. We 
do what is necessary to grab the idea — 
which isn’t the best approach to writing hit 
records. Plus, the nature of the radio is 
that it doesn’t sometimes help music that 
is a little bit more subtle. 

Brian: | don’t think we’re profound, but 
our music is longer lasting than Oasis. For 
us, it’s always been about longevity, never 
the quick buck. [Laughter.] 

Phoenix: Like Pink Floyd, your music 
gets really trippy. Is there a relationship be- 
tween your music and pot? 

Neil: Pot? Smoking? 

Phoenix: Mmm-hmm. There is a heady 
feel... 


Neil: Actually, you're not the first to no- 
tice. Although we smoke, we don’t trip 
out... 

Rob: Like Cypress Hill . . . 

Neil: That's not our inspiration. | think 
in general, if you’re off your head a lot of 
the time and you write stuff, if you come 
back and listen to it when you're not off 
your head, it doesn’t do anything. As an 
extracurricular activity, I've enjoyed music 
more because I was stoned when I was lis- 
tening to it. Was (Not Was) — the first 
time I ever heard them I was tripping on 
mushrooms, and at that particular time 
they were the only band that existed. But 
when I was straight, they were [laughs] 
good. There’s not much longevity in music 
that is drug oriented. 

Rob: Speaking for myself and Brian, 
we've never done anything in this band 
creatively while under the influence of 
anything, whether it’s writing songs or 
performing. So the music has absolutely 
zilch to do with drugs. 

Brian: But it probably has the perfect 


ingredients that would appeal to somebody 
smoking. 

Phoenix: | was surprised to see MTV 
here, and how few rock songs are on it. 
There's a lot. of techno/post-disco stuff, 
purely atmospheric and terribly boring to 
watch. Then there's teen-fluff like Take 
That. Appalling. 

Brian: That’s the European way of 
MTV. It’s all Europop, Euro-shit. People 
pop tablets and.go to nightclubs all week- 
end, off their fucking heads, and don’t 
worry about employment and don't worry 
about whatever and they live for the week- 
ends. What’s good at the moment is that 
there are a lot more guitar bands coming 
up, so that may change. 

Rob: MTV is less important to bands 
over here than it is in America as a source 
of breaking a band. In England, a very 
small percentage of people actually have 
MTV, cable. 

Phoenix: You've worked with two pro- 
ducers. How important do you consider 
their contributions in each record? 
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Rob: Tim Friese-Greene approaches 
things very differently from Gil Norton, 
but I think we’ve come out far better musi- 
cally as a result of working with them. Gil 
brought a lot of the pop sensibility that we 
had out and showed us how songs could 
be arranged. 

Brian: Tim wasn’t concerned about get- 
ting to the chorus too quickly. 

Rob: We worked it in such a way that 
we experienced this very highly principled, 
very mental approach to music with Tim. 
He encouraged spontaneity and not think- 
ing about things too much. 

Gil’s method was “find the part, play it 
properly, and that would be great.” So we 
brought some of Tim's way of doing 
things to Gil’s way, for Chrome and Happy 
Days. 

Brian: To me Tim was more sort of at- 
mosphere, the vibe, what part you play. He 
was excellent in creating, putting an idea 
in your head. 

Rob: Whether there were two singles on 
the record was the last thing we had to be 
worried about; we were making a piece of 
art with Tim. We were the first band to 
work with him in six years; he'd been 
making Talk Talk records up to that point, 
his own band. 

Neil: He would say, “There is never a 
wrong note, just a boring choice.” 

Rob: Gil had worked with lots of bands. 
He knéw what a band needed if it was to 
continue to be a band. He worked far clos- 
er to the business in general and brought a 
set of values to the production that were 
equally enthralling to us as what Tim 
brought. 

Tim gave us a few ess on how to. rear- 
range some of the songs. But the song.was 
recorded as is; when we came to do 
Chrome and Happy Days — having to ar- 
range songs — Gil brought ideas to us. 

And we wouldn't have wanted to learn 
from anyone else other than Gil, Gil ar- 
ranged Doolittle, the Pixies’ record, which 
was basically the precursor of every great 
grunge song in America. “MonkeysGone 
to Heaven” — that’s Gil. It’s the cellos, 
the bass driven by the verse, the big gui- 
tars. | think that’s where Kurt Cobain got 
his ideas from, | think every big guitar 
band owes a tip of the hat to that Pixies 
record. 

Phoenix: 
band? 

Rob: I’m not sure I've got one at the 
moment. The idea of moving forward is 
attractive to us in terms of reaching more 
people and selling more records, but we 
are trying to do that without fucking the 
music up — trying to strike that balance, 
remain honest, and maintain the integrity 
of the band. We've slogged around Ameri- 
ca 14 times, playing similar-sized venues; 
the idea of playing different places is quite 
appealing. So just to do that you need to 
sell more records. 

Very few bands have done it. R.E.M. 
probably managed to do it, the Cure prob- 
ably managed to, These are bands that got 
better and bigger without fucking them- 
selves up. 

Phoenix: For kids who grew up listening 
to Rush and Queen — in the rock-star era 
— is it odd to have your own fans and in- 
ternational following? 

Rob: We've done a good body of work 
that I’m proud of. Having said that, it 
would serve us well if we did appreciate 
what we have done, but it’s not in our na- 
ture. | think we don’t pat ourselves on the 
back enough. 

Brian: That's because we know we can 
achieve more. If we thought we'd reached 
our zenith. . . 

Rob: | still think there's a middle 
ground where you can still appreciate what 
you've done and still have goals . . . 

Phoenix: But you're an introspective 
band . . . unsatisfied . . . 

Neil: Most definitely. | could spend two 
days playing one drum line and have on 
many occasions, and that can be the best 
take, yet I can walk away and say | can do 
it better. That's just the way my mind 
works. 

Rob: We know other local musicians, 
and we are the only band to get out of this 
part of England and go do gigs in London. 
We've done tours around the world, but 
we still come back to Yarmouth and think 
nothing of it. Despite that, | think if there 
was one of us who had an unnatural 
inkling toward optimism, they probably 
wouldn't be in the band. Q

A group of eight 
women — teenage to middle-age — 
formed a line dance that seemed 
straight from Africa, high-stepping 
and clapping their hands in time as 
Kimbrough sang “Take your clothes 
off baby”,and cranked up the level of 
suggestiveness from there. 

Starting “You Better Run,” Kim- 
brough lazily picked at his guitar's 
strings, hitting a spindly series of 
notes that screamed “WRONG.” But 
nobody, including the band, cared. 
One of those seemingly random 
notes was taken as a cue, and the 
group — including Kimbrough — all 
fired into his signature “All Night 
Long” with the single-minded preci- 
sion of a group of worker ants. And 
damned if it didn’t sound ragged- 
but-right — a soul shot, straight 
from the gut without even the barest 
of technical concerns, That’s because 
in the best of blues, only emotions 
and impulses count, And because 
Kimbrough’s world of hard times, 
love, joy, heat, dust, whiskey, and sex 
was the one we were all visiting that 
night.

PHAROAH SANDERS: 
SINKING THE SPIRIT 


With few lapses, a performance by 
Pharoah Sanders has always been a 


/ sure bet. A live show, and certainly a 


listen to Tauhid, Jewels of Thought, 
or Karma (his late-’60s classics on 
Impulse!), means the fix is in and 
high-flown, free-thinking, ecstatic 
playing results. When he played a 
week-long stand at New York City’s 
Knitting Factory last year, one set 
found him in the thick of a 50-minute 
rundown of John Coltrane’s “Olé.” 
Like a snake handler reciting a psalm 
in tongues, he squawked, squealed, 
and thundered through innumerable 
variations on the theme. After one ex- 
tended barrage that sounded as if his 
sax bell would crack from the ten- 
sion, when there were no more 
sounds he could make, he pulled the 
instrument from his mouth and 
grabbed the mike and let loose a yell 
that came from beyond any source of 
earthbound inspiration. I’ve not 
heard its like before or since, and that 
performance was the closest thing to 
any sort of spiritual experience I’ve 
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JUNIOR’S BLUES: in Kimbrough’s world, only emotions and impulses count. 


So now come two vexing albums 
— Welcome to Love, on Evidence, 
and the Bill Laswell—produced Mes- 
sage from Home, on Verve — that | 
fun so gratingly against the grain of | 
what I’ve just described that they | 
come close to nullifying it. Both | 
records are finely wrought, soaked in | 
melody and good technique, hands- | 
on production, and clear intent. But 
the otherworldly quality you can get | 
pure and uncut from Sanders at his 
peak disappeared while he was goifig | 
through the fakebook choosing/Wel- | 
come’s material, and it got, diluted in | 
the first.wave ‘of overdubs’and synth | 
colorings en Message. It hovers here | 
and there, darting out of the ether 
like an ignored specter. 

Welcome to Love*is an eight-song 
set of standards — some of them 
Coltrane-associated, like “My One 
and Only Love,” “I Want To Talk 
About You,” “Nancy (With the 
Laughing Face).” But they’re done 
up in slick Tin Pan Alley fashion. 
There’s little in the way of extended 
harmonies or techniques. Sanders 
sticks as close to the melody as Ben 
Webster, but without Webster’s em- 
bodiment of the song in breathy ex- 
clamations, quicksilver dynamic 
shifts, and creamy-rich whole notes. 
His tone is light as helium, and 
there’s about as much tension in the 
way he constructs his solos as there is 
in a game of solitaire. His bluesy at- 
tack recalls Coltrane, but there is 
none of Coltrane’s dazzling orna- 
mentation. And though he spins com- 
pact phrases, they're merely lulling. 
The weight of making the album son- 
ically interesting falls on the shoul- | 
ders of the band — bassist Stafford | 
James, drummer Eccleston W. Wain- 
wright Jr., and (especially) pianist 
William Henderson. 

How you feel about Message from 
Home depends on how appropriate 
you think synthesizers and drum ma- 
chines are in this context, and what | 
you think of producer Laswell’s ten- 
dency to spit-shine his projects. This 
CD ponies up more of Sanders’s 
goods, but not with the regularity or | 
ferocity of his earlier works. 

Opener “Our Roots” is an acid- | 
jazz vamp made thick by drummer | 
Hamid Drake (who did a snapper of 
an album with Peter Brétzmann last | 
year, Dried Rat Dog, on Okra Disc) | 
and a drum machine, with two synths | 
bubbling underneath what would oth- | 
erwise be perfect playing on 
Sanders’s part. Throughout the rest 
of the album, moments of real beauty 
— Sanders’s yearning melodicism 
(and the vocals) on “Tomoki,” | 
William Henderson’s piano on 
“Ocean Song,” the flutes and African 
instruments of “Kumba” — are 
stained with keyboards and electron- 
ics and by sanitizing. On the last 
tune, “Country Mile,” Sanders 
screams and honks and rolls through 
chorus after chorus. You wonder 
whether he isn’t trying to subdue the 
music that verges on doing the same 
to him.

Sankai’s soukous brings 
a little Africa to Somerville

n theory, if you concentrate 
enough hard-working musicians 
and enough devoted fans of their 
type of music in one place, you get 
a local music scene, with the cre- 
ative interchange and competitive pressure 
gencrating a standard of excellence. This 
has actually happened with African pop 
music in Boston during recent years. The 
latest and most accomplished band to 
emerge from the Afropop scene, Sankai, 


will celebrate the release of their homony- 
mous debut CD with a performance at 
Johnny D’s this Saturday, September 7. 
Sankai’s music is rooted in modern 
Zairean soukous, but they’re not exactly 
an orthodox soukous band. Fellyko Mbujji- 
Mayi Tshikala plays lead guitar, sings lead 
vocals, and arranges the band’s material. 
Although he’s from Kinshasa, he spent 
nearly a decade in Paris working with such 
legendary soukous stars as Tabu Ley 
Rochereau, Papa Wemba, and Emeneya. 
He sings in French, Lingala, and his native 
Tshiluba; on stage he directs the band with 
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a commanding and graceful presence. 

During our conversation he stresses 
that Sankai do not want to cling too tight- 
ly to the soukous label. “We don’t follow 
rules that say, ‘This is blues’, ‘This is 
funk’, ‘This is reggae.’ We just play music 
— in the way that we feel it.” Certainly 
you can hear a broad range of influences 
woven into the band’s repertoire, includ- 
ing zouk and South African township jive. 
As a guitarist Fellyko admits to a deep ad- 
miration for B.B. King and Jimi Hendrix, 
as well as for the tradition of great African 
guitar players from Dr. Nico to Diblo 
Dibala. 

Sankai are blessed with a fine rhythm 
section of Ralph Gasparello on bass and 
John Glenshaw on drums, two veterans of 
Boston’s international-music circuit. 
What's striking about Sankai is the way 
the bass and drums create a pulse that has 
the locked-on feeling of a metronome but 
still breathes and feels natural. Glenshaw 
describes how the band put together the 
album’s seven tracks: “It has a solid, dis- 
co-wise, dance sense, but it’s also a live 
recording, and that’s what we were going 
after.” With the aid of John Hanley on sec- 
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ond guitar, Gasparello and Glenshaw gen- 
erate grooves that are fluid and lean. Dido 
Bha contributes backing vocals and sup- 
plies what is known in the Zairean context 


of bodily movement and verbal declama- 
tion designed to bring the audience to a 
feverish pitch of excitement. 

This past spring the band were well re- 
ceived at the Louisiana International Festi- 
val in Lafayette, Louisiana, and at the 
Houston International Festival. Fellyko ex- 
plains that the word “sankai” can be trans- 
lated from Tshiluba as an exhortation to 
“get happy” or “get enjoyment,” and in the 
videotaped performance from the closing 
night of the Lafayette festival you can see 
this message come to life. Their set is filled 
with improvisational segments, dramatic 
tempo-bending endings, and spicy guitar 
solos. This is a band who are confident in 
what they’re doing, who are not content to 
languish. 

Gasparcllo’s take is that “we want to 
create something of our own and to push 
it out into the world.” Concerning the ob- 
stacles to launching an African music pro- 
ject here in North America, he adds, “Peo- 
ple will come, people will enjoy it. They 
don’t always want to go out and hear the 
same kind of music every night. It’s the ul- 
timate alternative music.” 

In recent years African pop music, as 
it's reached an ever wider audience, has 
tended to slip into commercial and formu- 
laic molds. There’s been a recognizable 
and pervasive “Paris influence” on a lot of 
Francophone African music. Recordings 
tend to be made by producers as opposed 
to musicians. The stuff just seems to get 
cranked out, without much care for the 
details and subtleties of the styles. But then 
a band like Sankai come along with an ap- 
proach that says, “Hey, things don’t have 
to go in this direction.” 

“Soukous is changing now,” Fellyko 
points out. “It’s a great music, but we want 
to add something to it.” Indeed, Sankai are 
now poised to make their contribution, to 
move the music forward, to help it change 
and to help us to “get happy.” Q

alking Head David Byrne is- 

sued the prime directive of 

multinational, multicultural 

postmodern pop a decade 

ago: “Stop making sense.” 
But this year it’s the Beastie Boys who 
seem to be pushing that aesthetic most 
openly, not in their own music but in the 
two latest bands — or, more accurately, 
projects — they're endorsing through 
their Capitol-affiliated label Grand Royal. 
The label’s two new recruits, NYC’s Butter 
08 and Japan's Buffalo Daughter — who 
are both on a tour that comes to the Mid- 
die East this Saturday, September 7 — 
definitely favor dining a la carte from the 
postpunk menu of pop, rather than just 
buying into a prepackaged meal. 

Eschewing the verse/chorus/verse con- 
ventions of rock that even the alternative 
nation has willingly embraced and liberat- 
ing the pop song from the confines of 
genre is always a perilous business. If you 
take it too far the result will sound strained 
and/or unintelligible, which is not really 
what Byrne had in mind. Don’t push far 
enough and you'll end up with just a nov- 
elty act and the Presidents of the Unit- 
ed States of America have already filled 

| that slot on this year’s playlist. 

Butter 08 are blessed with a member- 
ship that more or less precludes playing it 
too safe. The girls of Cibo Matto, singer 
Miho Hatori and keyboard/sampler wiz 
Yuka Honda, hooked up with downtown 

| drummer Russell Simins of the Jon 
| Spencer Blues Explosion when they need- 
| ed someone to tour behind their fab debut,

Viva! La Woman (Warner Bros.). It 
worked out so well that they built a band 
around the combo. Rick Lee, who plays 
scrap-metal percussion in the noisy, rhyth- 
mically intense NYC outfit Skeleton Key 
(who open the Middle East show), joined 
on guitar. And graphic designer Mike 
Mills, who is not the guy from R.E.M., 
came in on bass. 

It’s hard to imagine this cast of charac- 
ters producing anything too straightfor- 
ward. But for all its stylistic leaps and fu- 
sions, from suave French Europop to 
buoyant electrofunk to faux hardcore 
punk, Butter (Grand Royal), the band’s 
debut, is a lot more focused than you 
might expect. The disc opens with Simins 
— who sounds as if he could provide 
emergency power for the World Trade 
Center in a pinch — pounding out a dex- 
terous, driving beat on top of which Mills 
deposits some spare, rubber-band bass 
notes and Honda inserts a single repeating 
piano note. Before long they've segued 
into a confrontational chorus with Hatori 
screaming “I don’t want no nine millime- 
ter” and Lee thrashing on his guitar. The 
next track, “Shut Up,” welds some spa- 
cious house-music keyboard riffing to a 
funky Blaxploitation groove replete with 
wah-wah rhythm guitar. Simins handles 
the vocals, Hatori offers a multitracked 
chorus of cute girl-group harmonies, and 
Honda fills out the break with a rich, fluid 
Hammond-organ solo. 

That’s just the start of Butter 08's invig- 
orating sonic experiment, in which each 
strain of pop the band encounter is treated 
like a strand of recombinant DNA. There 
are a couple of straight genre ripoffs/trib- 
utes. “Degobrah” is a fast and noisy burst

of hardcore that features a spoken-word 
lecture in which Simins shouts, “Don't 
look at me/I’m not a role model/Do 
something with yourself!” We'll assume 
he’s kidding. It’s harder to gauge whether 
“Mona Lisa,” a study in linear, drone-pop 
minimalism, is a straight-faced ode to 
Stereolab or an inside joke. Either way, 
with its overdriven organ riff, automaton 
beat, and austere, emotionless vocals, it’s a 
dead ringer for a Stereolab outtake. By the 
end of the disc, Butter 08 have touched on 
acid-rock psychedelia (“Hard To Hold”), 
welded a metal guitar solo onto a brassy 
bossa-nova-style rave-up (“Dick Seri- 
ous”), and blown some bubblegum into 
the mechanized gears of an industrial 
noise jam (“Butter Fucker”). 

Buffalo Daughter don’t have the chops 
to pull off the kind of bold and reckless 
tour de force Butter 08 achieve. They do 
manage to sound quite a bit like Stereolab 
in the opening measures of a song called 
“Silver Turkey,” which rapidly veers off 
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mare 


into an intriguing mix of death-metal riff 
rock and bubbly pop vocals. But on their 
Grand Royal debut, Captain Vapour Ath- 
letes, this trio (Sugar on guitar/vocals, 
Moog on “turntables,” and Yumiko on 
bass/electronics) lack the power and focus 
it takes to fuse these disparate elements. 
Buffalo Daughter have fun playing 
around with their Moog synths on the in- 
strumental interlude “Dr. Mooooog,” lay- 
ing twangy surf guitars on top of circular 
synth riffs (“Cold Summer”), and doing 
lo-fi, space-rock deconstructions of Devo 
(“Brush Your Tceth” and “LI303VE”). 
And because you're never sure what's

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Barry Tashian relives 


his rock-and-roll history

hatever you were do- 
ing 30 years ago last 
week — assuming you 
were born — it proba- 
bly wasn’t as exciting 
as what Barry Tashian was doing. 

“Let’s see, is today the 28th?” he asks 
over the phone from Nashville. “Thirty 
years ago tonight was when I rode through 
Hollywood with George Harrison. He was 
a good guy; there was a spiritual quality 
about him that always came through in 
our conversations. So I went to this house 
in Los Angeles for dinner 
with the Beatles, and we end- 
ed up riding around, visiting 
rock stars — Jim [now 
Roger] McGuinn, Cass El- 
liot, Peter Tork of the Mon- 
kees. Then we ended up at 
[Beatles publicist] Derek 
Taylor’s house, and Brian 
and Carl Wilson from the 
Beach Boys dropped in. I was 
loving it. | always tried to spend as much 
time with the Beatles as I could. I was 
pretty quiet, though. I probably just sat 
there sipping my orange juice.” 

Of course, it wasn’t the orange juice that 
got Tashian in the same car with the Beat- 
les. It was his band, the Remains — who 
are rightly considered the best band to 
come out of Boston in the mid ’60s. (Willie 
Alexander’s former band the Lost being the 
only real competition.) Although they never 
had a national hit single, they did snag an 
opening slot on the 1966 tour that turned 
out to be the Beatles’ last. Tashian, who

now records for Rounder with his wife, 
Holly, has since moved on to a cult-level 
career in country music and hasn’t looked 
back much at his rock-and-roll days. But 
this week he publishes Ticket To Ride 
(Dowling Press), a book of journal entries, 
photos, and memorabilia from that Beatles 
tour. And the collectors’ label Sundazed has 
released a disc of newly unearthed audition 
tapes, A Session with the Remains. 

The book is well-timed for the wave of 
Beatles nostalgia prompted by the Anthol- 
ogy series, but Tashian says he never 
planned it that carefully. “People were ask- 
ing me for years to write something, but I 
never took it seriously until recently. What 
did it was that I was cleaning 
my attic and discovered my 
original journal in a box. I 
showed it to a friend of mine 
who teaches English and he 
said, ‘You’ve got a book 
here.’ ” In fact, Tashian’s di- 
ary entries are a relatively 
small part of the book, which 
is heavier on goodies for triv- 
ia buffs, including a copy of 
John Lennon’s set list from the Beatles’ 
last show. Tashian was evidently clever 
enough to realize that if you’re in a ’60s 
garage band and you’re on tour with the 
Beatles, you shouldn’t spend a lot of time 
hunched over a notebook. 

Still, the book challenges the idea that 
the ’60s rock world was always paradise. 
Read between the lines in Tashian’s diaries 
and you'll see that there were a lot of 
down times. In fact, the Remains broke up 
just after the tour. “It was an uphill 
climb,” he notes. “Imagine playing to a 
crowd of 8000 to 15,000 people every 
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makes progressively less income. 


night for 18 days, one night after another. 
And you go out and do the best job you 
can, in some cases getting a good re- 
sponse, sometimes a damn good one. But 
then you see the reaction that the Beatles 
got, which was tumultuous. It was a really 
conditioning experience.” 

Tashian has changed as much as anyone 
who played music in the ’60s. Listen to the 
rootsy acoustic performing that he and 
Holly do nowadays and you’d never guess 
that he ever jumped around in a proto- 
punk band. And you wouldn’t necessarily 
think that he feels nostalgic for those days 
— especially since the book never blows 
his own horn about how good the Remains 
were. 

Does his current audience even know 
about that band? 

“A few of them do. Whenever Holly and 
I play, there’s always one person with a 
Remains album in a plastic bag that he 
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wants me to sign. The band had 
some fun, we really did; we 
were like a ball team. I don’t 
know if the expression “Take no 
prisoners’ was popular then, but 
that was our attitude.” 

Tashian began to drift away 
from rock and roll during the 
Beatles tour; and save for the oc- 
casional Everly Brothers tune he 
does with Holly, he hasn’t played 
much of it since then. (The Re- 


me decide to break up the Re- 
mains,” he says. “We were a 
wild band, and | wanted to play 
music in a more dignified way. 
Plus, | thought we’d arrived at 
some place [careerwise], which 
we didn’t at the end of the Beat- 
les tour. | was only 21; I didn’t 


years.” 

Besides, he’d recently become 
friends with the late Gram Par- 
sons, who proved to have more 


influence on him than the Beat- | 


les did. Parsons drafted Tashian into a 
prototype of the Flying Burrito Brothers; 


Tashian played in Emmylou Harris’s band | 


during most of the ’80s. 
“Gram was doing something nobody 


else was doing: playing country music with | 


a rock attitude. Take a song like ‘Sin City,’ 
which has those Louvin Brothers har- 
monies but lyrics that could only have 
been written by someone of his age, in his 
situation. Gram didn’t like the term ‘coun- 
try rock,’ but it created something new. 
And I picked right up on that; it was a piv- 
otal point for me.” 

Over the years Tashian has taken up a 
more traditional brand of country music, 
and his next album with Holly should go 
further in that direction. “I’ve gone from 
rock and roll to country to bluegrass to old-

STILL QUEER. The Queers are nothing if 


not persistent. They were playing dumb 
punk rock when it was out of fashion. They 
were playing dumb punk rock when it came 
back into fashion. Now they’re playing 
dumb punk rock when it’s going out of 
fashion again. Having outlasted last year’s 
punk revival — hell, having outlasted even 
the Ramones — the Queers have just re- 
leased Don’t Look Back (Lookout), the lat- 
est in a long string of loud, fun albums. And 


| they'll be back to play dumb punk rock to- 
| morrow (the 6th) at the Middle East. 


The Queers’ stoopid-and-proud stance 


| may have cost them some local street cred, 
| but they’re doing as well as nearly any 


Boston-based indie band. Their albums 


| usually sell at least 20,000 copies; the new 
| one has already shipped that many. 


“I don’t see any backlash, I just see more 
people getting into it,” singer Joe King re- 
ports. “We’re lucky to be playing the same 
goofy shit we’ve always played. We could 
probably get signed [to a major] if we want- 
ed, but who needs it? Jawbreaker went to 
Geffen and broke up; the Muffs are on 
Reprise and they still have day jobs. Forget 
it, man. We make money off our albums, 
and we’re sitting pretty where we are.” 

The new album is a little more polished 
and poppy than previous ones, thanks in 
part to the input of J. Rassléer, the former 
DMZ and Odds member (and current 
Rounder publicist), who co-produced, 
added guitar and, co-wrote a few tunes. 
The title track is a little-known, mid-’60s 
Beach Boys number, on which King man- 
ages to copy Brian Wilson’s high vocal 
part. (“There were some cute girls in the 
studio and I wanted to show them I could 
sing falsetto,” King offers.) And tunes like 
“Number One” and “I Always Knew” are 
solid candy-pop numbers that hark back 
less to the Ramones than to the ’60s one- 
shots that they always emulated. 

Still, you don’t go to a Queers album to 
hear smart, grown-up songwriting: You go 
to hear songs like “I’m OK, You're 
Fucked” and “I Only Drink Bud” (which 
takes issue with the punk trend of teetotal- 
ing: “Ben Weasel don’t know a thing; 
Rancid don’t even drink/Even little Va- 
pid’s on the wagon, don’t it stink?”). But 
the album’s moronic masterstroke is “No 


| Tit,” which defends a girlfriend for, well, 
| being less than endowed. (“She’s flat as a 


board and I don’t care . . . They say I’m 
missing out on life, that I’m being de- 


| prived/But I love my girl and she loves me, 
| so don’t laugh and don’t act snide.”) Does 


King, who's well into his 30s, feel a little 
odd singing “No Tit” or a song about his 
mom wanting him to wash dishes? 

“Well, it was really a woman who asked 
me to write ‘No Tit,’ ” he offers. “But 


| there’s no message in our music except to 
| have fun. That's not a bad thing in this day 
| and age.” 


Given his long-standing jones for the 
Ramones (the Queers even released a lim- 


| ited-edition cover of the Rocket to Russia 








album in its entirety), is King coping with 
the break-up of his heroes? 

“Guess they finally packed it in,” he an- 
swers. “I don’t know; when I saw them 


| lately it didn’t look like they were having 


fun, and we're still having fun. They got 
away from the punk audience with $18 
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tickets and age-restricted shows; those are 
things we'll never do.”

SAFE AND SOUND. After many delays, a | 
release date has been set for the Safe & | 
Sound compilation, which will now be com- 
ing out on the Big Rig/Mercury label (run 
by the Mighty Mighty Bosstones) on Octo- 
ber 23.

The Dirty Three offer 


a distorted audio-vérité

or the leader of an instru- 
mental outfit that employs 
violin, guitar, and drums to 
express the melancholy, con- 
fusion, pain, and fury most 
groups reserve for their lyrics, Warren El- 
lis of the Australian trio Dirty Three is in- 
credibly vocal — chatty even. Especially at 
three o'clock in the morning, when he 
calls me from his flat in the group’s newly 
adopted hometown of London. Ellis — 
who brings his band to the Middle East 
Café on Sunday, on the heels of their new 
Horse Stories — has been in the studio all 
night lending his violin talents to a new 
Nick Cave record, but he rambles an as if 
he'd just woken from a year-long slumber. 
Ellis's reputation for loquaciousness 
precedes him. He's earned it for the Dirty 
Three's live shows, which feature no 
singing but plenty of between-song banter. 
“| started talking because no one else 
would and | wanted to create more of an 
intimate thing. | usually make up stories or 
tell what the song’s about. They can be 
quite miserable things, and people sort of 
laugh at them. It’s funny to have people 
laugh at things that were really traumatic 
in your life. It’s a bit like having your own 
talk show? It’s quite therapeutic.” 
England’s New Musical Express newspa- 
per quoted Ellis introducing a number this 
way: “This song’s about when you're in a 
relationship and you realize from the first 
day that it's fucked but you stay in it for 
three years. This song’s dedicated to peo- 
ple who realize just how wrong and 
fucked-up and stupid everything is but still 











bother with it anyway. This song’s for 
dead friends, for friends you once knew 
but have now forgotten, this song’s about 
life and love and hope when it’s three in 
the morning and the only light on is in 
your fridge and you have nothing to eat 
but the remains of a three-day-old pizza 
and you really want to get drunk but you 
have no friends left and you'd rather be 
walking in the park anyway. This song's 
for anyone who's ever had a dead friend.” 

Verbose, indeed, especially considering 
that the Dirty Three’s music needs no ex- 
planation. It’s instrumental, conceptual 
rock — not the unapproachable techie 
masturbation commonly offered in the 
genre but it’s raw, earthy, naked, folk od 
etry that speaks on an instinctive level. * 
an instrumental group we rely more on 
dynamics, and we've developed into quite 
an intense outfit,” Ellis says. “We can get 
across messages without having to have 
words. People can relate to the emotional 
vitality of the music.” 

The Dirty Three formed four years ago 
when Ellis hooked up with drummer Jim 
White and guitarist Mick Turner, two 
longtime Melbourne scenesters who'd 
played in punk groups like the Sick 
Things, Fungus Brain, and Venom P. 
Stinger. At their first gig Ellis_strapped a 
guitar pick-up onto his violin with a rub- 
ber band and added up enough effects to 
mask the instrument’s sound. “Violins in 
rock music never appealed to me,” ex- 
plains Ellis, who was trained classically as 
a kid, then ventured into country and 
Celtic folk music. “Initially | was trying to 
disguise the sound of it. | just started 
messing around with feedback and distor- 
tion pedals.” 
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THEIR M.O.: “We can get across messages 


without having to have words.” 


The band’s unusual instrumentation 
caught on and soon the Dirty. Three were 
doing Australian gigs with*bands like 
Pavement and Sonic Youth. Impresscd, 
these groups invited the Dirty Three to the 
US, where last year they played some Lol- 
lapalooza dates, opened for Pavement, and 
did two tours on their own. 

Like its predecessors — Sad & Danger- 
ous and The Dirty Three (both released in 
1995) — the new Horse Stories waxes and 
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wanes its way from chill- 
ing serenity 
wrenching sonic macl- 
strom, led by Ellis’s some- 
times-wistful/ sometimes- 
shrill but always beautiful

Ellis sums_up, “This album is incredibly | 


personal, because last year was such an un- 
usual ycar for us. We Icft every thing behind 
in Australia and were on the road every day 
for 10 months. We gained a lot and lost a 
lot. And it comes out in the music.” Q

The Melvins are 
sorta like heavy metal's answer to 
Flipper — a band who are just a 
little disgusted by both their genre 
and its audience, and therefore 
prone to frustratingly opaque, tor- 
tuously slow-grinding, self-effacing 
slag-fests. So | always figured 
they were kidding — a deleterious 
send-up of metal where the 
unmannered hyperbole of their 
music was the grandest, most 
Spinal Tap-ish of jokes. 

Stag both confirms and obliter- 
ates those suspicions. Part thrash- 
metal homily, part ambient/noise 
experiment, part straightforward 
hard-rock parody, it offers the 
Melvins’ most straightforward and 
most diffuse material to date. A 
handful of concise (pre-Helmet- 
vintage-sounding) thrash nuggets 
betray a genuine affection for the 


| form, even if they can't help throw-

*** Phil Ochs, LIVE AT NEW- 
PORT (Vanguard). Phil Ochs fans 
occupy two distinct camps. Most 
prefer the Greenwich Village topi- 
cal folk he wrote for Elektra 
through 1965. Others favor the 
more complex and personal 
pieces he recorded for A&M in 
California thereafter. Taped at the 
Newport Folk Festival in ‘63, ‘64, 
and '66, this is the first live Ochs 
record to cater to both crowds. 

The earlier recordings offer 
direct, somewhat rushed versions 
of acutely pointed material. Some 
of those points seem dated now; 
whereas “Links on the Chain” 
remains a biting attack on corpo- 
rate unionism, his anthems about 
Vietnam and early civil-rights bat- 
tiles suffer from obsolescence. Still, 
liberals will bask in the aftergiow, 
and PBS yuppies will appreciate 
Peter Yarrow's praise as he intro- 
duces Ochs. 

Fans of his later works are bet- 
ter served here; none of the 1966 
recordings has been previously 
available. The wait was well worth 
it, for a far more confident Ochs hit 
the festival stage that year. His 
Stark voice crystallized some intri- 
cate, difficult compositions, leaving 
compelling renditions of “Half a 
Century High” and “Cross My 
Heart” and a epic rendition of “The 
Party.” 

More Ochs albums have been 
issued since his 1976 suicide than 
during his lifetime. The merchan- 
dising of his romantic legend pro- 
ceeds apace (watch out: Sean 
Penn has threatened to star in the 
film biography!), but Live at 
Newport has the least sentimental 
liner notes on any posthumous 
Ochs release, and the songs 
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**x* Harry Connick Jr., STAR 
TURTLE (Columbia). With a part 


in Independence Day and a new | 


baby, Harry Connick, Jr. has been 
busy. Not too busy to release a 
new album, though. Star Turtle, an 
intimate celebration of New 
Orleans style jazz, will surprise lis- 
teners who associate Connick 
solely with big-band music. This 
album tells the story of a space 
turtle on a quest for music to save 
his planet. In a series of dialogues 
interspersed with new songs, 
Connick takes the “reptilian rocke- 
teer” on a tour of New Orleans 
clubs and back alleys. 

Even as he crosses musical 
styles, Connick hasn't forgotten 
how to swing. On “How Do Y'all 
Know” the vocals and bass groove 
along easily until they're joined by a 
playful brass section. Throughout 
Star Turtle Connick shows off on a 


variety of instruments, including | 


piano, clarinet, mini-moog, and 
trumpet. Unfortunately, the middie 
tracks blend together indistinguish- 
ably; the one exception is an irritat- 
ing use of wah-wah by guitarist 
Jonathan DuBose Jr. on “Little 
Farley.” Connick is at his best when 
he allows himself to get sentimen- 
tal, as on the peaceful “Hear Me in 
the Harmony” or “City Beneath the 
Sea,” a love song to New Orleans. 
By the end of the tour the turtle is 
Satisfied; you will be too.

Having released 
six studio albums in as many 
years, he is among the very few 
MCs who can boast having put out 
a best-of compilation while he's 
still making new records. If any- 
thing, though, his long career sur- 
vives on low expectations: a 
steady (if unspectacular) seller, he 
meets the needs of Atlanta-based 
Wrap Records, an indie label in his | 
adopted hometown. 

At his best, Breed's distinctive 
grainy vocals, live instruments, 
and deep funk hooks make for a 
thoroughly enjoyable biend of 
West Coast and Southern-fried 
hip-hop. On To Da Beat Chiall, 
tracks like “Choose One” and “My 
Walls” swing down-and-dirty with 
the thickest rubberband bass, | 
wailing wah-wah blues guitar, and | 
Breed's gritty singing. 

But perhaps the rapper's termi- 
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nally low profile breeds an insecu- 
rity that keeps him indulging in | 
trendy subject matter. He's tried X- | 
rated, gangsta, and smoking & | 
drinking raps, as well as fun-loving | 
and positive-message raps. | 
Although bits of all these appear | 
on To Da Beat Chiall, Breed hasn't 
got anything to add to what he 
said five albums ago. If he'd only | 
stop giving listeners what he 
thinks they want and start capital- 
izing on what he does best, he 
might find the strength to carry 
himself through six more albums. 
Or maybe it's just time this worka- 
holic collected his pension,

He and 
his dimly defined cronies, headed 
by Jim Phelps (Jon Voight, spooki- 
ly effective in the old Peter Graves 
role), are assigned to apprehend a 
renegade agent stealing a com- 
puter disk from the Prague 
embassy.

***xPURPLE NOON (1959). 
There's no mention of queerness 
in René Clément's adaptation of 
Patricia Highsmith's Tom Ripley 
novels — there's hardly need 
when Alain Delon prances about 
in the clothes of his friend Philippe 
(Maurice Ronet), kisses his own 
image in the mirror, or smooches 
with a woman who, a second earili- 
er, smooched with Philippe. Purple 
Noon follows Highsmith closely in 
tracing clever Ripley's murderous 
path. He kills Philippe to take over 
Philippe's identity, money, and 
(more homoerotic transfer) girl- 
friend Marge (Marie Laforet), a 
not-very-smart Fra Angelico schol- 
ar. There's luscious music from 
Fellini's composer, Nino Rota, an 
acerbic script from Claude 
Chabrol's screenwriter, Paul 
Gegauff, and magnificent Italian 
vistas in Technicolor, courtesy of 
the great French cinematographer 
Henri Decae. Clément blends it 


The canny, twisted script by first- 
time screenwriter John Hodge and 
hip, glitzy direction by Danny 
(Trainspotting) Boyle offer roller- 
coaster shenanigans and cynical 
reversals of expectation. Three 
Scottish roommates — aloof doc- 
tor Juliet (Kerry Fox), obnoxious 
journalist Alex (Christopher 
Eccleston), and repressed ac- 
countant David (Ewan McGregor) 
— recruit alleged novelist Hugo 
(Keith Allen) to share their swank 
flat. Soon Hugo's dead of a drug 
overdose, leaving behind a suit- 
case full of banknotes. The room- 
mates decide to keep the money 
and dispose of the corpse; natural- 
ly an investigation ensues. But the 
movie is devoid of suspense, so 
all that remains.is to admire the 
callow, efficient, naggingly empty 
handiwork of the filmmakers 
Brattle. 

* * x SHE'S THE ONE (1996). 
Edward Burns's second film 
returns to the terrain of The 
Brothers McMullen: male siblings 
of Hibernian descent who richly 
deserve the female troubles they 
get. Director Burns plays Mickey, 
a jive-talking romantic cabbie who 
moons after ex-wife Heather (an 
exuberantly malign and seductive 
Cameron Diaz) but takes a gradu- 
ate-student fare (Maxine Bahns, 
Burns's real-life girlfriend) from 
Manhattan to New Orleans and 
comes back married to her, even 
though she's planning to move to 
Paris.
